Revenue  from  Customs 

fURCHASE  TAX  ON  DRUGS:  £8  6  MILLIONS 

THE  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise,  in  their  returns  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1955,  recently  pub- 
lished, estimate  that  the  revenue  re- 
ceived from  purchase  tax  on  medicines 
was  £8  6  millions.  The  amount  was  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year.  Perfum- 
ery, cosmetics  and  toilet  preparations 
are  estimated  at  £21  millions,  and 
cameras  and  photographic  goods  at 
£3  2  millions,  whilst  the  total  from  all 
sources  is  put  at  £342  5  millions 
(against  £299- 3  millions).  Net  receipts 
from  duties  on  imported  drugs,  medi- 
cines and  medicinal  preparations  are 
£666,152  (previous  year's  figures  not 
comparable).  Key  industry  duty  on 
synthetic  organic  chemicals,  fine  chemi- 
cals, analytical  reagents,  etc.,  is  given 
as  £1,238,573  (against  £740,931).

Advice  to  Chancellor 

COMBATING  INFLATION 

IF  Britain's  competitive  position  abroad 
is  not  to  be  constantly  imperilled  by  a 
continuance  of  the  danger  of  inflation 
the  level  of  public  expenditure  must  be 
reduced  as  the  first  of  more  radical 
measures.  That  was  asserted  in  recent 
representations  made  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  by  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries.  The  Federation  sug- 
gested that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Taxation  and 
the  second  Millard  Tucker  Committee 
on  retirement  benefits  should  be  im- 
plemented, and  submitted  proposals 
designed  to  encourage  savings,  reduce 
production  costs,  and  increase  exports. 
The  Federation  pointed  out  that  it  was 
illogical  to  inflate  costs  by  levying  pur- 
chase tax  on  goods  used  in  industry, 
and  said  that  consideration  should  be 
given  to  a  material  reduction  in  the 
duty  on  road  fuel. 

The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
in  a  letter  to  the  Chancellor  dated 


January  12,  dealing  with  the  present 
economic  situation  defined  the  primary 
cause  of  inflation  as  "  too  many  jobs 
chasing  too  few  men — and  women." 
The  Chamber  says  that  only  when  the 
supply  of  labour  is  equated  with  the 
demand  for  it  will  it  be  possible  to  stop 
that  vicious  spiral.  The  Chamber  also 
calls  for  a  reduction  of  the  number  of 
men  and  women  in  central  and  local 
government — which  could  be  done,  it 
claims,  by  better  organisation  and  by 
cutting  out  "  activities  of  marginal 
utility."' 

Wellcome  Trust  Grants 

SURGICAL  RESEARCH  AIDED 

TWO  grants  totalling  about  £130,000 
are  being  made  by  the  Wellcome  Trust. 
The  grants  are  one  of  £80,000  to  the 
post-graduate  medical  school,  Hammer- 
smith, London,  towards  the  cost  of 
building  and  equipping  laboratories  for 
experimental  research  on  problems  of 
surgery  (the  new  laboratories  will  form 
part  of  the  department  of  surgery);  and 
one  of  $140,000  (approximately 
£50,000)  to  the  McGill  University, 
Montreal,  to  enable  a  Wellcome  re- 
search professorship  in  anaesthesia  to 
be  created  in  the  medical  school.  The 
grant  provides  for  the  stipend  of  the 
chair  and  the  research  expenses  of  its 
department  during  a  period  of  five 
years,  and  for  the  initial  equipment  of 
laboratories  assigned  to  its  use.  Those

Business  Opening? 

"  PHARMACY  FOR  ESTATE  "  PLEA 

A  LETTER  of  complaint  about  the 
lack  of  a  pharmacy  on  the  Owlet 
housing  estate,  Shipley,  Yorks,  was  re- 
cently published  by  the  Bradford 
Telegraph  and  Argus.  The  writer 
queries:  "What's  the  good  of  having 
a  doctor  come  to  see  your  child  or 
yourself,  giving  a  prescription — which 
may  be  urgent — when  you  have  to  wait 
until  someone  you  know  and  who  will 
be  good  enough  to  get  the  prescription 
dispensed  is  going  to  Shipley  or  Brad- 
ford? New  estates  are  a  fine  thing,  but 
the  lack  of  shops,  especially  a  chem- 
ist's, makes  the  householders  wonder 
what  the  local  Council  are  thinking 
of.  .  .  .  "  The  author  previously  states 
that  "  the  need  for  a  chemist  in  this 
district  has  been  sadly  neglected  for 
many  years."  In  a  footnote,  the  clerk 
of  Shipley  council  replies  that  the  next 
block  of  shops  being  erected  by  the 
council  is  likely  to  be  on  that  estate. 
"  The  provision  of  a  chemist's  shop 
would  depend  on  whether  a  chemist 
wished  to  have  a  business  there,"  and 
he  points  out  that  there  is  a  chemist's 
about  a  mile  from  the  estate  which  is 
on  a  bus  route. 

Welfare  Foods 

QUESTION  OF  DECREASED  DEMAND 

THE  decline  in  the  distribution  of  wel- 
fare foods  since  the  transfer  of 
responsibility  from  the  food  office  to 
the  local  health  authorities  was  dis- 
cussed at  a  meeting  of  West  Suffolk 
Executive  Council  on  January  9.  Dr. 
H.  A.  Ware  (chairman)  said  that  he 
did  not  know  the  reason  for  the  falling 
off  in  demand  but  it  could  be  that  it 
had  been  easier  to  obtain  the  welfare 
foods  from  the  food  office.  Asked  how 
it  was  that  in  June  1955  the  number 
of  prescriptions  and  the  average  cost 
per  prescription  were  higher  than  in 
any  previous  June  since  the  Health 
Service  began,  without  there  being  a 
correspondingly  high  number  of  people 
reporting  sick,  the  chairman  said  he 
thought  that  was  largely  attributable  to 
the  higher  cost  of  drugs.

GOLD  watches  were  presented  to  two 
members  of  the  staff  of  Brand  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  on  January  12.  Messrs.  R.  A.

Rating  Reassessments 

GRIMSBY  CHEMIST'S  "  UNFAIR  "  CHARGE 

RECENT  rating  reassessments  put  the 
heaviest   burden   on  the  businessman 


who  had  done  the  most  to  improve  his 
property.  That  was  accusation  made 
by  Mr.  Gordon  Lock  (a  director,  Gor- 
don Lock  (Grimsby),  Ltd.,  chemists)  in 
an  address  to  Grimsby  chamber  of 
trade  on  January  17.  Mr.  Lock  sug- 
gested that  increased  rates  would  have 
to  be  paid  out  of  profits.  He  said  that 
on  one  of  his  shops,  assessed  at  £110, 
he  paid  £141  a  year  in  rates  at  25s.  8d. 
in  the  pound.  That  shop  was  now 
assessed  at  £609,  and  even  if  the  rates 
fell  to  15s.  9d.  he  would  have  to  pay 
about  £461  a  year.  Mr.  Lock  con- 
tended that  the  whole  rating  system  was 
unfair.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Analgesics 

It  was  with  relief  that  I  turned  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Public  Accounts  to  the  paper  entitled  "  Pain  and  Analgesics  "  (p.  94).  A 
prolonged  study  of  the  evidence  before  the  Committee  had  left  me  with 
a  dull  pain  of  low  intensity,  and  a  feeling  that  I  had  been  grappling  with 
a  new  and  difficult  subject  beside  which  nuclear  fission  and  electronics 
were  mere  child's  play.  I,  also,  await  elucidation,  but  I  was  struck  with 
the  appropriate  name  of  ("  Mr.  Figgures  of  the  Treasury  ")  one  of  those 
taking  part,  and  thought  of  "  Happy  Families."  The  article  on  analgesics 
is  lucidity  itself.  Those  who  do  not  keep  their  copies  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  should  abstract  the  relevant  pages  and  keep  them  for  refer- 
ence. This  is  teaching  at  its  best,  and  I  feel  that  there  is  a  lesson  for  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Council  which  is  charged  with  the  formulation  of  the  new 
examination  syllabus.  The  importance  of  the  action  and  uses  of  drugs, 
and  their  side-effects,  is  in  line  with  the  developing  role  of  the  pharmacist 
in  his  capacity  of  consultant  on  drugs  to  the  general  practitioner  in  medi- 
cine, and  there  is  a  growing  feeling  that  education  and  training  must 
inevitably  be  given  emphasis  in  that  direction.  Students  would  be  well 
advised  to  secure  copies  of  the  article,  and  it  may  be  that  there  will  be  a 
demand  for  reprints. 

Changing  Practice 

The  article  on  p.  93  by  "  Old  Timer  "  might  be  read  in  conjunction 
with  that  on  analgesics.  My  span  of  service  does  not  extend  into  six 
reigns,  as  does  that  of  your  contributor,  but  the  changes  in  practice  have 
probably  been  more  rapid  in  the  past  ten  years  than  in  the  sixty  years 
or  thereby  covered  in  the  reminiscences  of  "  Old  Timer."  I  have  never 
dispensed  mandragora,  but  salicin,  salol,  phenazone  and  amidopyrine 
were  in  almost  daily  use  thirty  years  ago.  Today  they  look  down  re- 
proachfully from  a  higher  shelf  than  they  were  wont  to  occupy,  their 
merits  perhaps  unknown  to  the  modern  prescriber.  Cinchophen,  in  the 
treatment  of  gout,  has  replaced  many  other  treatments,  one  of  which  was 
the  celebrated  mandragora.  An  old  herbal  says  that  a  scruple  three  times 
a  day  "  has  been  advised,"  and  has  this  to  say  of  gout :  "  It  is  a  disease 
that  baffles  the  ordinary  remedies,  and  its  unhappy  sufferers  are  too  often 
doomed  to  become  the  martyrs  of  dangerous  experiments  which  debilitate 
the  habit,  stop  for  a  time  the  progress  of  a  disease  perhaps  salutary  to 
the  patient,  but  soon  after  he  finally  sinks  under  some  other  dreadful 
malady."  One  has  the  feeling  that  the  herbalist  was  a  believer  in 
retribution. 

Knowledge  and  Experience 

"  Old  Timer "  makes  some  shrewd  observations  in  his  comparison  of 
pharmacy  at  the  turn  of  the  century  and  the  present  day,  and  wisely  says 
that  the  pharmacist  must  swim  with  the  current  and  allow  himself  to  be 
carried  forward  on  each  wave  of  progress.  To  be  receptive  of  new  ideas 
at  the  age  at  which  one  is  in  receipt  of  a  presidential  congratulatory 
letter  on  a  record  of  fifty  years  on  the  register  is  to  show  a  young  mind. 
It  is  true,  as  he  states,  that  many  pharmacists  today  are  spending  most 
of  their  day  in  the  dispensary,  and  that  the  opportunity  for  personal  con- 
tact in  the  smaller  type  of  business  is  less  than  it  was.  The  multiplicity 
of  new  remedies  and  their  potency  demand  the  closest  attention  and 
supervision,  and  the  conscientious  single-handed  proprietor  must  perforce 
devote  a  good  deal  of  time  to  dispensing,  though  he  should  attempt  where 
possible  to  be  on  hand  when  the  prescriptions  are  being  handed  out.  I 
was  once  witness  of  a  diverting  incident  in  which  the  customer  was  being 
instructed  in  the  dilution  of  a  gargle.  The  customer  asked :  "  What  does 
gargle  mean  ?  "  The  answer  proved  difficult  to  put  into  words,  and  the 
situation  was  finally  resolved  by  practical  demonstration.  The  whole 
situation  would  have  appealed  to  Jerome  K.  Jerome  in  proving  that  the 
art  of  pantomime  sometimes  rises  above  the  spoken  word.  Jerome  was 
advised  it  was  not  necessary  to  know  a  foreign  language. 
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THE  FILM  IN  MEDICAL  ILLUSTRATION

the  eyepieces  of  the  microscope  could 
be  brought  into  being,  but  the  speaker 
warned  that  it  is  impossible  to  teach 
from  pictures  alone.  Having  seen  what 
to  look  for,  the  student  must  go  away 
and  look  again  for  himself.  A  series 
of  short  films,  said  the  speaker,  often 
pay  much  better  dividends  than  a  long 
film.  A  long  film,  too,  is  often  better 
used  in  sections. 


MEMBERS  of  the  Scientific  Film  Asso- 
ciation on  January  17  heard  a  lecture 
by  Mr.  Robert  Ollerenshaw,  T.D., 
M.A.,  B.M.,  F.I.B.P.,  F.R.P.S.  (depart- 
ment of  medical  illustration,  Man- 
chester Royal  Infirmary)  on  "  The  Use 
and  Abuse  of  Film  in  Medical  Illustra- 
tion." The  lecture  was  fully  illus- 
trated by  examples  which  revealed  Mr. 
Ollerenshaw  as  a  keen  and  discerning 
user  of  film,  aware  both  of  its  value 
and  its  limitations  as  a  teaching  aid. 

The  speaker  said  that  the  medical 
film  began  purely  as  a  record  illustrat- 
ing a  surgeon  carrying  out  an  opera- 
tion. Comparatively  few  persons  then 
recognised  its  value  as  a  laboratory  and 
research  tool.  Teaching  staffs,  today 
probably  the  most  concerned  with  film, 
gained  knowledge  on  the  subject 
through  conferences  organised  by  the 
Postgraduate  Medical  School,  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine,  and  the  Scientific 
Film  Association.  The  speaker  warned 
against  regarding  the  film  as  "  rather 
fun."  A  film  was  not  necessarily  the 
right  medium.  Perhaps  a  lantern  slide 
would  do  the  job  for  a  fraction  of  1 
per  cent,  of  the  cost:  the  long  film 
cculd  even  be  an  interruption  rather 
than  an  aid.  It  must  always  be  remem- 
bered that  visual  aids  were  aids  for  the 
student,  not  for  the  teacher.  Mr.  Oller- 
enshaw quoted  the  criteria  (postulated 
by  Ruhe)  for  a  good  film  for  teaching 
purposes: — 

1.  It  should  be  as  integral  to  a  lecture 
...  as  blackboard,  charts  or  slides. 

2.  It  should  be  factual  and  not  contro- 
versial. 

3.  It  should  not  seek  to  stand  by  itself 
(it  is  usually  too  short  in  any  event). 

4.  In  its  simplest  form  it  should  be  a 
"  slide  in  motion." 

5.  In  its  more  complex  form  it  is  a 
demonstration  .  .  .  but  .  .  .  presented 
so  briefly  that  it  demands  integrated 
use  by  the  instructor. 

The  Silent  Film 

The  majority  of  the  films  used  for 
demonstration  by  the  speaker  were 
silent,  and  that  led  him  to  comment 
that  there  was  a  common  preference 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  for  the 
silent  film,  which  enabled  him  to  com- 
ment over  and  sometimes  override  the 
captions.  Mr.  Ollerenshaw  felt  that  there 
was  a  great  future  for  the  magnetic 
sound  track,  which  "  is  going  to  bring 
about  a  minor  revolution  in  technical 
teaching."  The  magnetic  track,  though 
perhaps  not  as  yet  technically  perfect, 
could  be  altered  at  will  and,  though 
not  so  long-lasting,  could  be  applied  to 
existing  double  perforated  prints  and 
run  an  sixteen  frames  per  second.  Mr. 
Ollerenshaw  showed  the  films  "  Visible 
Gastric  Peristalsis  "  and  "  Examination 
of  the  Cervical  Lymph  Nodes,"  the 
longer  of  which  runs  for  only  four 
minutes.  Kineradiographic  methods, 
the  loop  film  and  the  image  converter 
were  next  dealt  with  by  the  speaker, 
who  referred  to  the  fact  that,  whilst 
much  phase-contrast  kinemicrography 
had  been  done  purely  for  research, 
much  of  that  class  of  film  would  be  of 
immense  value  to  the  teacher  of 
biology.  Through  kinemicrography  all 


Mr.  Ollerenshaw  paid  tribute  to  the 
several  valuable  films  provided  by  the 
drug  manufacturers.  The  majority 
were  good  and  in  the  best  there  was 


little  direct  advertising.  The  speaker 
deplored  the  use  of  the  film  lecture. 
A  film  should  support  and  not  sup- 
plant the  lecturer. 

A  section  of  the  excellent  Disney  film 
"  Defence  Against  Invasion,"  emphasis- 
ing the  use  of  the  cartoon  method  was 
shown.  Mr.  Ollerenshaw  remarked 
that  most  medical  men  found  that  Dis- 
ney's animations  were  too  good,  and 
that,  instead  of  learning  from  the  film, 
one  ended  by  merely  seeing  one  more 
magnificent  cartoon  comedy.  The  lec- 
turer concluded  by  saying  that  "  far  too 
many  cameras  are  only  gimmicks  which 
eat  raw  film  stock."  Films  were  not 
made  with  those,  but  with  pencils  and 
paper,  time,  scissors  and  thought. 


BRITISH  PHARMACEUTICAL  CONFERENCE

Poison  Bottle  Not  Fluted 

At  Bootle,  Lanes,  on  January  26,1 
Bryans,  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  Derby 
Road,  Bootle,  were  fined  £10,  with 
£3  2s.  costs,  for  supplying  phenol  in  a 
bottle  not  recognisable  by  touch.  In 
September,  said  the  solicitor  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  a  Mr.  Challand 
was  advised  to  buy  phenol  mixture 
and  was  served  in  the  firm's  shop  with 
a  bottle  containing  pure  phenol 
labelled  "  Shake  the  bottle:  not  to  be 
taken."  The  bottle  was  not  fluted  and 
Challand  took  a  small  quantity  of  the 
phenol.  His  throat  and  stomach  pas 
sages  were  severely  burned  and  he  was 
taken  to  Bootle  Hospital  in  a  serious 
condition,  but  his  life  was  saved.  He 
had  not  read  the  label  on  the  bottle.

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DUBLIN  SUPREME  COURT  REJECTS  APPEAL 

Three-to-two  ruling  in  favour  of  Fair  Trade  Commission 


THE  Supreme  Court  in  Dublin  gave 
reserved  judgment  on  January  30  on 
the  appeal  brought  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland  against  a  High 
Court  ruling  that  the  Fair  Trade  Com- 
mission could  inquire  into  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  medical 
prescriptions.  The  Society  had  asked 
for  an  order  to  prohibit  the  inquiry 
on  the  grounds  that  the  compounding 
and  dispensing  of  medical  prescriptions 
was  entirely  a  professional  activity 
and  as  such  did  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  Commission. 

Although,  by  a  majority  of  three 
judges  to  two,  the  Supreme  Court  dis- 
missed the  appeal  with  costs,  all  the 
judgments  stressed  that  practising  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  was  a  profes- 
sion, which  is  a  reversal  of  the  view 
held  by  two  of  the  High  Court  judges. 

Giving  his  judgment,  the  Chief  Jus- 
tice said,  when  the  appeal  was  opened, 
that  two  questions  fell  for  determina- 
tion by  the  court.  The  first  was 
whether  an  Order  of  Prohibition  lay 
to  prohibit  the  Respondents  (the  Fair 
Trade  Commission)  from  entering 
upon  an  inquiry  under  the  Restrictive 
Trade  Practices  Act,  1953,  in  regard 
to  the  supply  and  distribution  of  goods. 
The  other  was  whether,  assuming  that 
prohibition  lay  for  that  purpose,  such 
an  inquiry  could  be  held  in  regard  to 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of 
medical  prescriptions  by  licentiates  of 
the  Society.  In  order  that  a  decision 
might  be  reached  on  the  second  ques- 
tion, it  was  agreed  by  the  respondents 
that  the  Court  might  assume,  without 
deciding  it,  that  prohibition  did  lie. 
That  question  would  therefore  remain 
open.  It  was  admitted  by  Mr.  Con- 
nolly for  the  respondents  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  a  profes- 
sional body,  and  that,  before  being 
qualified  as  a  licentiate,  a  member 
must  undergo  a  careful  training  which 
ensured  that  he  had  acquired  a  high 
degree  of  knowledge  in  pharmacy. 

Analogy  Drawn  with  Tailoring 

Having  cited,  at  length,  the  judgment 
of  Mr.  Justice  Hanna  in  the  case  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Revenue 
Commissioners,  the  Chief  Justice  ob- 
served :  "  The  fact  that  a  medical  pre- 
scription is  specially  made  up  for  one 
customer  does  not  appear  to  me  to 
help  the  contention  that  the  transac- 
tion is  not  the  supply  of  goods.  The 
same  is  true  of  many  articles,  of  which 
clothes  and  boots  made  to  measure 
are  obvious  examples.  It  could  not  be 
contended  that  sale  of  such  goods  is 
other  than  a  trading  transaction.  Again, 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist  suing  for 
the  price  of  a  prescription  would  in 
my  view  claim  correctly  for  the  price 
as  for  goods  sold  and  delivered."  All 
such  goods,  the  Chief  Justice  continued, 
would  have  a  cost  content  for  profes- 
sional services  which  must  be  reflected 
in  the  price.  It  was  to  be  observed 
ithat  the  price  lists  issued  by  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  to  its  members  fixed 
the  price  of  articles  compounded  and 
dispensed  on  the  retail  prices  of  the 


materials,  plus  a  charge  for  services. 
The  price  so  fixed  was  what  appeared 
to  be  a  sale,  and  a  sale  in  the  course 
of  trade.  "  While  it  is  outside  the  pro- 
vince of  the  Court,  I  should  like  to 
emphasise  that  the  view  I  take  in  no 
way  diminishes  the  status  and  reputa- 
tion of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and 
the  Commission  will,  I  feel  quite  sure, 
pay  due  regard  to  the  special  nature 
of  the  trade  and  the  professional  quali- 
fications of  those  who  carry  it  on. 
At  least  one  of  the  learned  professions, 
the  law,  has  always  been  subject  to 
control  in  its  charges.  In  my  view 
the  order  of  the  High  Court  was  cor- 
rect and  this  appeal  should  be  dis- 
missed." 

Messrs.  Justice  Lavery  and  Maguire 
concurred. 

A  Dissenting  Judgment 

Mr.  Justice  Kingsmill  Moore,  in  a 
separate  judgment,  said  that  the  case 
dealt  with  articles  compounded  and 
dispensed  in  accordance  with  a  medi- 
cal prescription.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  raised  no  objection 
to  the  inquiry  so  far  as  it  dealt  with 
proprietary  and  "  patent  "  medicines, 
infant  foods,  drugs,  medical  and  toilet 
preparations  in  the  ordinary  sense,  cos- 
metics, or  any  of  the  innumerable  side 
lines  now  customarily  dealt  with  in 
chemists'  shops.  By  no  stretch  of 
language,  in  his  opinion,  could  an 
article  compounded  and  dispensed  in 
accordance  with  a  prescription  be  des- 
cribed as  an  article  of  trade  or  trade 
goods.  It  never  entered  into  ordinary 
commerce.  The  use  of  the  words 
"  medical  preparations  "  in  the  terms 
of  the  inquiry  conveyed  in  his  view 
the  idea  of  remedies  (corn  plaster,  as- 
pirin tablets)  for  the  more  common  ills, 
prepared  in  large  quantities  and  sold 
without  prescription.  It  appeared  to 
him  that  the  Restrictive  Trade  Prac- 
tices Act  was  intended  to  apply  only 
to  goods  which  he  might  categorise 
as  "  trade  goods,"  that  is  goods  which 
were  articles  of  ordinary  commerce, 
capable  of  being  bought  and  sold  by 
anyone.  An  article  which  was  only 
of  use  to  one  person  and  which  he 
could  not  sell  did  not  seem  to  him  to 
be  an  article  of  trade.  There  was  no 
common  element  in  prescriptions.  He 
was  unable  to  accept  the  view  that 
services  of  a  professional  nature,  re- 
quiring specialised  knowledge  and 
judgment,  the  reward  for  which, 
though  included  in  the  price  of  the 
article  delivered,  was  really  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  fee,  were  meant  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  phrase  "  services  affect- 
ing such  supply  and  distribution."  He 
could  not  accept  that  contention.  If 
the  Legislature  meant  to  open  an  in- 
quiry into  the  reward  for  services  of 
a  professional  nature  he  must  assume 
it  would  have  done  so  more  explicitly. 
In  his  opinion  the  appeal  should  be 
allowed. 

Mr.  Justice  O'Daly,  who  also  held 
that  the  appeal  should  succeed,  said 
it  had  not  been  disputed  in  that  Court 
that  the  compounding  and  dispensing 


of  a  doctor's  prescription  was  a  pro- 
fessional activity,  but  what  had  been 
submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Fair  Trade 
Commission  was  that  the  subsequent 
sale  to  the  customer  of  the  preparation 
dispensed  and  compounded  was  trad- 
ing in  goods,  and  therefore  a  proper 
subject  for  inquiry  by  the  Commis- 
sion. In  support  of  that  submission 
attention  had  been  drawn  to  the  langu- 
age of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  to  the 
several  decisions  of  the  English  Courts 
that  the  supplying  of  a  medical  pre- 
paration by  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
in  pursuance  of  a  prescription  was  a 
sale  of  goods.  The  prosecutors  met 
those  submissions  by  saying  that  the 
concern  of  the  Restrictive  Trade  Prac- 
tices Act  was  with  trade  practices  only; 
that  medicines  prepared  by  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  pursuant  to  a  doc- 
tor's prescription  were  not  "  goods  " 
in  the  trading  sense — the  sense  in 
which  the  word  is  used  in  the  Act — 
and  even  if  they  were  "  goods,"  their 
supply  arose  in  the  course  of  the  prac- 
tice of  a  profession  of  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  not  in  the  course  of  carry- 
ing on  a  trade  or  business.  The  prose- 
cutors agreed  that  a  limited  liability 
company  might  carry  on  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmaceutical  chemist,  but 
pointed  out  that  that  position  was 
thrust  upon  the  profession  by  the 
courts,  and  that  the  company  must,  in 
that  branch  of  its  activity,  avail  itself  of 
the  services  of  a  pharmaceutical  chem- 
ist. "  In  the  High  Court,"  went  on 
Mr.  Justice  O'Daly,  "  it  was  not  con- 
ceded, as  it  has  been  in  this  court, 
that  pharmaceutical  chemists  are  a  pro- 
fession. That  admission,  I  think,  was 
very  properly  made  in  this  court  by 
counsel  on  behalf  of  the  Commission. 
In  face  of  the  acknowledgment  in  the 
Senate  Electoral  (Panel  Members)  Act, 
1947,  that  pharmaceutical  chemists  en- 
joy such  a  status,  it  would  now  be 
idle  to  contend  otherwise.  Not  all  the 
activities  of  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
however,  are  professional  activities;  in- 
deed in  these  days  the  dispensing  and 
compounding  of  doctors'  prescriptions 
must  ordinarily  be  only  a  small  part 
of  the  work  of  a  pharmaceutical  chem- 
ist. Large  or  small,  the  prosecutors 
claim  that  it  is  not  within  the  powers 
of  the  Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act, 
1953.  ...  I  confess  that  I  am  unable 
to  follow  the  process  by  which  dispens- 
ing and  compounding,  if  conceded  to 
be  a  professional  activity,  is  divorced 
from  the  payment  which  the  chemist 
receives  in  exchange  for  the  prepara- 
tion. 

Two  Activities 

"  The  Commission's  argument  is, 
in  substance,  that  there  are  two  activi- 
ties involved:  a  professional  activity 
and  a  trading  activity.  It  seems  to  me 
that  that  division  is  unreal,  and  ira 
effect  it  operates  to  deny  the  profes- 
sional status  of  the  pharmaceutical) 
chemist.  In  my  opinion  there  is  but 
a  single  indivisible  activity  of  a  pro- 
fessional character,  and  I  cannot  agree 
the  activity  loses  that  character  because

it  terminates  in  a  money  payment."  It 
was  plain,  Mr.  Justice  O'Daly  added, 
on  the  face  of  the  Restrictive  Trade 
Practices  Act,  that  it  was  concerned 
with  activities  in  the  carrying  on  of  a 
trade  or  business.  The  dispensing  and 
compounding  by  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  of  a  doctors  prescription  be- 
ing, as  he  thought,  wholly  a  profes- 
sional activity,  it  followed  that  it  did 
not  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  Act, 
and  that  the  Fair  Trade  Commission 
was  without  jurisdiction  in  that  particu- 
lar domain.  In  his  opinion  the  appeal 
should  be  allowed. 

Because  the  Society  had  won  out  on 
a  major  issue  in  obtaining  the  admis- 
sion in  the  Supreme  Court  that  phar- 
macy was  a  profession,  Mr.  A. 
O'Keefe  (senior  counsel  for  the  Soci- 
ety) asked  that  costs  should  not  be 
given  against  the  Society.  The  Court 
by  a  majority  dismissed  the  appeal  with 
costs.

PARLIAMENT  reassembled  on  Janu- 
ary 24  after  the  Christmas  1955  recess. 

Guillebaud  Report 

Mr.  R.  H.  Turton  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  on 
January  25  that  the  Guillebaud  Com- 
mittee's main  conclusion  was  that  it 
would  be  premature  to  make  any  fun- 
damental alteration  in  the  structure  of 
the  National  Health  Service.  The  Com- 
mittee's view  was  that  what  was  most 
needed  at  the  present  time  was  the 
prospect  of  a  period  of  stability  in 
order  that  the  various  authorities  and 
representative  bodies  could  think  and 
plan  ahead  with  the  knowledge  that 
they  would  be  building  on  firm  foun- 
dations. The  Committee  supported  by 
and  large  the  main  administrative  fea- 
tures of  the  various  services,  including 
for  example  the  present  method  of 
making  Exchequer  money  available  for 
the  hospital  service.  With  the  Com- 
mittee's general  conclusion  and 
approach  on  those  matters  the  Govern- 
ment was  in  agreement.  The  Committee 
pointed  out  that  the  aim  must  be  to 
provide  the  best  service  possible  within 
the  limits  of  the  available  resources; 
and  that  it  must  be  for  the  Government 
to  determine  as  a  matter  of  policy  how 
much  of  the  national  resources,  in 
terms  of  finance,  man-power  and 
materials,  could  be  made  available  for 
the  Health  Service,  regard  being  had  to 
the  competing  claims  of  other  social 
services  and  national  commitments. 
Among  the  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions was  one  about  the  desirable  rate 
of  capital  expenditure  in  the  hospital 
service.  The  Government  had  decided 
some  time  ago  that  the  present  level  of 
expenditure  should  be  increased  in  the 
years  up  to  1957-58.  The  Committee 
proposed  that,  after  that,  if  the  re- 
sources could  then  be  made  available, 
£30  millions  annually  would  be  a  desir- 
able level  at  which  to  aim  over  the 
seven  succeeding  years.  There  were  a 
number  of  recommendations  either  for 
continuation  or  for  development  of 
measures  already  in  hand  or  contem- 
plated or  for  detailed  adjustments  in 
the  present  arrangements.  Those  recom- 
mendations would  require  careful  con- 
sideration. Mr.  Turton  said  that  he 
must  make  it  clear  that  in  view  of  the 
economic  situation  the  Government 
could  not  undertake  any  additional 
financial  commitments  in  respect  of  the 
Health  Service  at  the  present  time. 
The  Committee's  final  comment  had  in- 
cluded a  tribute  to  the  Service's  record 
of  performance  and  a  finding  that  any 
charge  of  widespread  extravagance  was 
hot  borne  out  by  the  Committee's 
evidence.  It  was  clear  that  the  docu- 
ment was  of  great  value. 

Export  of  Heroin 

Major  G.  Lloyd-George  (Home 
Secretary)  told  Lieutenant-Colonel 
M.  Lipton  and  Mr.  K.  Robinson  on 
January  26  that  the  Government  had 
fceen  advised  that  it  was  not  possible 
under  the  present  law  of  Britain  to  pro- 
hibit the  manufacture  of  heroin.  There 
was  no  similar  legal  obstacle  in  the 


way  of  prohibiting  the  export  and 
import  of  the  drug  and  the  Govern- 
ment had  accordingly  decided  to  pro- 
hibit entirely  as  from  January  1,  1956, 
exports  of  heroin  to  countries  outside 
the  British  islands,  except  for  such 
small  amounts  as  might  be  necessary 
for  scientific  purposes  only,  and  all 
imports.  The  Government  had  decided 
to  restrict  the  manufacture  of  heroin 
in  Britain  to  the  quantities  actually  re- 
quired for  home  medical  consumption 
and  scientific  use. 

Mr.  H.  Gaitskell  asked  if  the  latest 
decision  meant  that  manufacture  was 
to  be  permanently  permitted. 

Major  Lloyd-George  replied  that 
the  term  of  the  licence  was  for  twelve 
months  in  every  instance,  although 
there  was  a  clause  which  enabled  it  to 
be  cut  short.  The  Government  was  in 
touch  with  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil to  ascertain  the  feasibility  of  devel- 
oping substitutes. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Lipton:  Does 
the  Home  Secretary's  answer  mean  that 
the  Government  has  now  abandoned 
the  intention  of  introducing  legislation 
to  ban  the  manufacture  of  heroin  al- 
together? Does  it  not  appear  as  if  the 
Government  has  allowed  itself  to  be 
stampeded  by  the  efforts  of  a  minority 
of  medical  men  who  have  sought  by 
every  means  at  their  disposal  to  sabo- 
tage the  Government's  original  inten- 
tions in  the  matter? 

Major  Lloyd-George  :  The  Govern- 
ment is  satisfied  that  the  prohibition 
of  the  export— particularly  owing  to 
the  strict  control  in  Britain,  which 
allows  of  no  illicit  export  whatever — 
will  make  a  great  contribution  to  the 
world  problem. 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  said  that  many 
members  of  Parliament  were  disappoin- 
ted that  the  Government  had  caved  in 
to  an  organised  pressure  campaign. 
Was  the  Home  Secretary  aware  of  the 
repercussion  which  would  follow  the 
Government's  repudiation  of  the  advice 
of  its  standing  medical  advisory  com- 
mittee? 

Major  Lloyd-George  :  It  would  be 
better  to  proceed  as  we  are  doing  now, 
hoping  as  time  goes  on  and  substitutes 
are  more  and  better  known  we  shall 
contribute  to  this  important  world 
problem  by  a  complete  ban  on  the  ex- 
port of  heroin  under  the  strict  control 
which  obtains  here. 

Dr.  Edith  Summerskill  asked 
whether  the  Home  Secretary's  "  unfor- 
tunate compromise  "  might  introduce 
a  black  market  in  Britain  and  cost  the 
Government  a  large  amount  to 
administer. 

Major  Lloyd-George  replied  that 
everyone  who  had  to  provide  heroin 
was  registered  and  the  quantities  that 
he  disposed  of  were  known.  That  was 
one  of  the  things  that  made  the  British 
system  one  of  the  strictest  and  most 
successful  in  the  world,  and  he  had  no 
fears  at  all  of  a  black  market  arising, 
because  the  source  of  heroin  and  its 
disposal  were  completely  controlled  at 
every  stage. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  January 
26,  Lord  Mancroft  (Under-Secretary, 


Home  Office)  made  a  similar  statement 
to  the  Home  Secretary's  on  heroin. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary,  Ministry  of  Health) 
told  Mr.  P.  Freeman,  in  a  written  reply 
on  January  30,  that  the  British  polio- 
myelitis vaccine  was  manufactured 
from  strains  of  the  three  types  of  polio- 
myelitis virus  grown  on  tissue  culture 
and  inactivated  by  formalin;  among  the 
safety  tests  which  would  be  imposed 
on  each  batch  before  release  was  the 
injection  of  the  vaccine  into  cortisone- 
treated  monkeys  for  the  observation  of 
effects.  Monkeys  so  treated  were  highly 
sensitive  to  poliomyelitis  virus.  There 
was  no  question  whatever  of  using  the 
vaccine  on  children  in  order  to  test  its 
safety  and  the  Minister  of  Health  was 
assured  that  the  tests  should  preclude 
any  danger  from  the  use  of  that  vac- 
cine in  children.  Experiments  on 
animals  and  the  widespread  use  of  Salk 
vaccine  in  other  countries  gave  suffi- 
cient evidence  of  the  value  of  Salk-type 
vaccines  in  affording  considerable  pro- 
tection against  paralytic  poliomyelitis.

PACKAGING  NOTES 

Self-adhesive  Label  Dispenser.  —  A 

machine  has  been  produced  by  John 
Gosheron  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Vauxhall  Bridge, 
London,  S.E.I  1,  for  "dispensing" 
Tickotab  self-adhesive  labels. 

Silicone-rubber  Wads. — Wads  of  sili- 
cone rubber  devised  by  the  general 
rubber  goods  division  of  Dunlop  Rub- 
ber Co.,  Ltd.,  Cambridge  Street,  Man- 
chester, for  sealing  bottles  used  in  hos- 
pitals and  by  manufacturers,  have  the 
advantage  over  wads  of  metal  foil, 
cork,  rubber  or  waxed  paper  that  they 
can  be  sterilised  in  an  autoclave  with 
the  bottle  cap  without  loss  of  proper- 
ties. As  they  do  not  deteriorate  under 
sterilisation  they  can  be  used  again  and 
again. 

Anti-seepage  Tube  Seals. — A  claim 
to  have  solved  the  problem  of  "  seep- 
age "  from  the  end  of  any  kind  of  col- 
lapsible tube  is  made  by  Venesta,  Ltd., 
Vintry  House,  Queen  Street  Place,  Lon- 
don, E.C.4.  The  company  has  deve- 
loped a  series  of  different  types  of  end 
seals — "  anti-seepage  Venseals  " — to  suit 
all  types  of  tubes  and  of  contents. 
They  offer  ways  of  obtaining  an  effi- 
cient closure  by  heat  sealing,  wax,  latex, 
and  pressure-sensitive  end-seals.  All  are 
applied  to  the  bottom  of  the  inside  of 
the  tube  to  a  depth  of  approximately 
i  in.  (easily  seen  in  the  illustration). 
The  heat  seal  consists  of  a  white  vinyl 
lacquer  mixed  with  a  special  plasticiser 
devised  by  the  company.  For  filling 
machines  without  a  heating  attachment 
the  pressure-sensitive  Venseal  consists 
of  a  white  vinyl  lacquer,  with  a  plastici- 
ser that  leaves  the  interior  of  the  bases 
of  the  tube  slightly  tacky.  Normal  folding 
and  crimping  operations  exert  enough 
pressure  to  form  a  highly  effective  seal. 


The  latex  seal  comprises  a  whitish-grey 
band  of  rubber  latex  at  the  base  of  the 
tube.  The  latex  forms  a  rubber  gasket 
which  compresses  under  the  crimping 
and  crossing  operations.  After  closure, 
it  absorbs  liquid  from  the  product  and 
swells  to  occupy  any  remaining  crevices 
through  which  seepage  could  take  place. 
The  wax  seal,  like  the  latex  is  not  self- 
adhering,  but  knits  closely  together  dur- 
ing the  normal  closing  and  crimping 
operations.  It  is  considered  the  least 
effective  of  the  anti-seepage  Venseals, 
its  disadvantage  being  its  tendency  to 
crack  under  pressure  and  create  fissures 
through  which  the  product  could  seep. 
Each  of  the  Venseals  may  be  employed 
on  all  normal  filling  machines  without 
adaptations,  and  the  new  tubes  are 
available  in  sizes  from  y  in.  diameter 
upwards.  The  company  offer  to  take  a 
sample  of  any  manufacturer's  product, 
test  it  in  their  laboratories,  and  pro- 
vide a  tube  with  an  end-sealing  lacquer 
specially  modified  to  suit  the  specific 
need. 
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THE  report  of  the  Guillebaud  Com- 
mittee, which  was  set  up  in  1953  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  Scotland  to  inquire 
into  the  present  and  prospective  cost 
and  general  structure  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  was  published  on  lanu- 
ary  25.  The  Committee's  main  conclu- 
sions on  the  pharmaceutical  services 
were :  — 

1.  The  introduction,  at  the  present 
time,  of  a  limited  list  of  prescribable 
drugs  is  not  favoured. 

2.  The  advantages  likely  to  be  gained 
from  full  pricing  would  not  be 
worth  the  cost  involved  in  money 
and  manpower. 

3.  No  convincing  case  has  been  made 
out  for  the  reintroduction  of  the 
returnable  cash  deposit  for  con- 
tainers, and  no  changes  in  the 
existing  arrangements  in  that  matter 
are  recommended. 

4.  The  introduction  in  England  and 
Wales  of  a  stock  order  scheme  for 
doctors  should  contribute  to  econ- 
omy in  prescribing.  If  in  due  course 
it  were  found  that  the  scheme  was 
being  abused,  it  could  be  withdrawn. 

5.  The  Committee  trusts  that  the 
negotiations  between  the  Depart- 
ments and  the  representatives  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  on  the  cost 
of  pharmaceutical  products  will 
speedily  be  brought  to  a  definite 
and  mutually  acceptable  conclusion. 

6.  The  Committee  does  not  consider 
that  the  shilling  prescription  charge 
hinders  the  proper  use  of  the  Service 
by  at  least  the  great  majority  of 
its  potential  users  or  that  its  removal 
at  the  present  time  would  improve 
the  working  of  the  Service  to  an 
extent  commensurate  with  its  cost. 

Restricted  List  of  Drugs 

The  Committee  states  that  the  most 
drastic  proposal  it  had  heard  for  reduc- 
ing the  cost  of  the  drug  bill  was  that 
general  practitioners  should  be  autho- 
rised to  prescribe  free  of  charge  (or 
subject  to  the  shilling  prescription 
charge)  only  the  drugs  contained  in  a 
restricted  list.  Patients  would  then  be 


required  to  pay  the  whole  or  part  of 
the  cost  of  the  drugs  prescribed  outside 
the  list,  except  in  cases  of  hardship 
where  help  would  be  provided  by  the 
National  Assistance  Board. 

Careful  Consideration 

That  proposal,  according  to  the  re- 
port, has  received  a  good  deal  of  sup- 
port in  a  number  of  quarters  and  the 
Committee  gave  it  careful  considera- 
tion. The  Committee  points  out  that 
it  would  be  exceedingly  difficult  to 
draw  up  an  acceptable  and  workable 
list  of  drugs  for  that  purpose  and  to 
provide  for  its  revision  so  that  it  would 
continuously  be  kept  up  to  date. 
Secondly,  in  the  light  of  experience  of 
a  similar  scheme  in  Australia,  it  appears 
that  the  introduction  of  a  limited  list 
might  increase  the  demand  for  the 
drugs  on  the  free  list.  Thirdly,  if  one 
purpose  of  a  limited  list  was  to  check 
the  prescribing  of  proprietary  products, 
it  must  be  remembered,  inter  alia,  that 
certain  of  those  are  cheaper  to  buy 
than  their  standard  equivalents  when 
dispensed  by  a  chemist.  Fourthly,  a 
limited  list  would  impose  a  very  appre- 
ciable additional  burden  on  doctors  in 
their  work  of  prescribing  and  would  be 
disliked  by  the  majority  of  them  as  well 
as  by  their  patients.  Taking  all  things 
into  consideration,  the  Committee  was 
not  in  favour  at  the  present  time  of 
the  introduction  of  a  limited  list  of 
prescribable  drugs  in  the  National 
Health  Service. 

Every  effort,  the  report  says,  should 
continue  to  be  made  to  keep  doctors 
informed  about  the  cost  of  prescribing 
generally,  and  in  particular  to  stimu- 
late them  to  review  carefully  their  pre- 
scribing of  expensive  drugs  and  the 
quantities  prescribed;  while  patients  in 
their  turn  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
educated  out  of  the  "  bottle  of  medi- 
cine habit."  The  Committee  thinks  that 
those  and  similar  measures,  reinforced 
by  the  methods  of  controlling  prescrib- 
ing which  are  already  being  employed 
by  the  Health  Departments,  represent 
the  most  practicable  line  of  approach 
to  the  problem. 


The  Committee  appreciates  that  there 
would  be  some  advantage  in  introduc- 
ing a  system  of  full  pricing  of  all  pre- 
scriptions in  the  pharmaceutical  service. 
It   would    ensure   that   payments  to 
pharmacists  were  calculated  with  100 
per  cent,  accuracy  and  not,  as  now, 
partially  on  a  system  of  averaging.  It 
would   give   certainty   to   the  figures 
showing  the  level  of  doctors'  prescrib- 
ing, and  would  prevent  doctors'  pre- 
scribing habits  being  judged  on  a  rela- 
tively brief  period.     But  experiments 
have  shown  that  the  introduction  of 
full  pricing  would  substantially  increase 
both  the  cost  and  the  staff  required. 
About  1,200  staff  are  already  employed 
on  pricing  prescriptions  in  England  and 
Wales,  and  the  cost  is  running  at  about I 
£}  million  per  year.     Moreover,  the  f 
Health  Departments  are  satisfied  that  ji 
the  existing  pricing  arrangements  will 
produce  all  the  essen'ial  information 
about  doctors'  prescribing  costs.  It 
would  seem,  too,  says  the  Committee,! 
that   full   pricing  is   not  essential  to j 
ensure  that  pharmacists  are  paid  on  a 
reasonably  fair  basis.     It  understands 
that,  in  the  past  four  years,  over  98  5 
per  cent,  of  the  pharmacists  in  the ) 
Service  have  been  paid  within  a  margin  j 
of  error  not  exceeding  ±  199  per  cent,  ji 
(i.e.,   in   any   one   year   since    1951).  j! 
Among  the  whole  of  the  pharmacists  )• 
employed  in  the  Service  a  margin  of 
error  of  2  99  per  cent,  has  not  been 
exceeded  in  any  year  since  1950.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  too,  thinks  the  Com- 
mittee, that  under  the  present  arrange- 
ments about  55  per  cent,  of  all  pre- 
scriptions are  already  being  fully  priced. 

"  With  Some  Reluctance  " 

"  With  some  reluctance,"  the  Com- 
mittee concludes  that,  on  balance,  ad- 
vantages likely  to  be  gained  from  full 
pricing  would  not  be  worth  the  cost 
involved  both  in  money  and  manpower. 
In  reaching  that  conclusion,  it  hasi 
assumed,  it  says,  that  steps  will  bel 
taken  to  follow  up  cases  of  excessive! 
prescribing  where  that  is  found  to  be 
necessary. 

The  Committee  considered  whether 
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there  would  be  an  advantage  in  pricing 
prescriptions  fully  in  selected  areas  for 
periods  of  twelve  months  (instead  of  for 
one  month  at  intervals  as  now),  on  the 
grounds  that  the  longer  period  might 
give  a  truer  picture  of  doctors'  pre- 
scribing costs.  If  the  longer  period  were 
adopted,  however,  says  the  report,  it 
would  mean  that  doctors'  prescribing 
costs  could  be  provided  only  once  in 
three  or  four  years  instead  of  once  per 
year;  and  the  Committee  has  no  doubt 
that  the  more  frequent  check  is  to  be 
preferred.  Moreover,  it  is  doubtful, 
points  out  the  report,  whether  such  an 
arrangement  would  be  welcomed  by 
chemists,  as  it  would  leave  an  individual 
chemist  whose  prescriptions  were  not 
being  priced  in  full  with  no  check  on 
his  payments  for  a  long  time. 

No  Cash  Deposit 

The  report  states  that  it  seems  un- 
likely that  any  material  savings  would 
accrue  to  the  Exchequer  if  the  sugges- 
tion that  the  returnable  cash  deposit 
should  be  reintroduced  for  containers 
were  adopted.  The  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  required  for  the  recovery  of 
bottles,  etc.,  and  for  their  cleaning  and 
re-issue  would  probably  be  little  less 
than  the  cost  of  providing  new  con- 
tainers; and  the  Exchequer  would  still 
have  to  pay  for  the  containers  which 
were  non-returnable. 

Moreover  the  Committee  thinks  that 
it  is  very  probable  that  there  would  be 
a  return  to  the  undesirable  practice  of 
poorer  patients  taking  their  own  con- 
tainers (sauce  bottles,  beer  bottles,  etc.), 
to  the  chemist  for  their  prescriptions. 

The  report  states  that  the  suggestion 
has  been  made  that  general  practitioners 
should  be  permitted  to  obtain  on  a 
modified  form  EC  10  stocks  of  drugs 
within  certain  limited  categories,  for 
use  in  their  own  surgeries  and  in 
patients'  homes.  The  Committee  was 
told  that  there  were  occasions  when  it 
would  be  more  convenient  and  more 
economical  for  a  general  practitioner  to 
hand  over  to  his  patient  a  few  tablets, 
say,  instead  of  making  out  a  prescrip- 
tion for  them.  Such  an  arrangement 
already  exists  in  the  Scottish  ser- 
vice, points  out  the  report,  and  is  said 
to  be  working  well.  The  Commiitee 
states  that  in  England  and  Wales 
representatives  of  the  pharmacists 
maintain  that  the  scheme  would  be 
open  to  abuse  and  that  no  adequate 
safeguards  could  be  devised  to  prevent 
the  abuse.  There  are  other  difficulties, 
admits  the  report,  some  of  which  are 
mentioned  in  the  Cohen  Committee's 
report  on  general  practice — e.g.,  the 
general  practitioners  might  fall  into 
error  by  unwittingly  using  those  drugs 
for  private  patients  or  might  be  temp- 
ted to  indulge  in  a  concealed  form  of 
lavish  prescribing  aimed  at  attracting 
new  patients.  The  Committee  agrees 
with  the  Cohen  Committee,  however, 
that  those  difficulties  have  not  proved 
insurmountable  in  Scotland  and  it 
fully  endorses  the  Cohen  Committee's 
hope  that  the  scheme  may  yet  be 
given  a  trial  in  England  and  Wales. 

In  dealing  with  the  present  and  pro- 
spective cost  of  the  National  Health 
Service  in  England  and  Wales  the  Com- 
mittee, in  Part  I  of  its  report,  makes 
large  use  of  a  memorandum  prepared 


for  it  by  the  National  Institute  of 
Economic  and  Social  Research.  The 
memorandum  is  published  separately 
under  the  title  The  Cost  of  the 
National  Health  Service  in  England  and 
Wales  by  B.  Abel-Smith  and  R.  M. 
Titmuss  (Cambridge,  1956).  Those 
authors  are  quoted  as  saying  that  if 
they  were  forced  to  make  a  guess  at 
the  extent  to  which  the  shilling  pre- 
scription charge  may  have  lowered  the 
gross  cost  of  the  Service,  they  would 
say  £4  millions.  They  also  point  out 
that  the  average  number  of  prescrip- 
tions on  a  form  which  had  been  run- 
ning steadily  at  16  in  the  first  three 
months  of  1952  rose  to  T74  in  the  last 
three  months  when  the  charge  was 
operating.  There  are  also  indications 
of  a  rise  in  the  quantity  covered  by 
each  prescription. 

The  Committee  quotes  from  the 
memorandum  the  following  table 
showing  factors  accounting  for  the  rise 
in  the  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices in  England  and  Wales  between 
1949-50  and  1953-54.

The  Committee  comments  that  in 
its  view  the  two  principal  causes  for 
the  increased  cost  of  the  pharmaceuti-

A  NUMBER  of  questions  on  current 
pharmaceutical  problems  were  posed  by 
Mr.  M.  Jackson  (a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council)  at  a 
meeting  of  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Society 
on  January  12.  Mr.  Jackson  opened 
his  talk  with  a  review  of  the  Council's 
work,  and  surveying  problems  within 
the  profession  he  asked  members  to 
consider  how  they  should  build  for 
the  future.  One  of  the  questions  put 
by  Mr.  Jackson  was :  "  If  we  are  seri- 
ous about  our  claims  to  be  the  sole 
retailers  of  the  nation's  drugs  and 
medicines,  is  not  our  position  being 
jeopardised  by  failure  not  merely  to 
observe  the  regulations  but  such  direc- 
tions from  the  Society  as  those  on  the 
sale  of  the  amphetamines  and  methyl 
pentynol,  before  the  legal  position  has 
been  satisfactorily  regulated?"  Con- 
cluding, Mr.  Jackson  suggested  that  the 
future  demanded  a  period  of  intensive 
education  of  the  Society's  members  by 
the  Council,  in  its  purpose  of  building 
up  a  highly  professional  outlook  so  that 
all  pharmaceutical  organisations  could 
be  strengthened  by  increased  know- 
ledge, greater  activity,  and  more  co- 
operation. 

Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Society)  said  that  the  object 
of  the  Society's  education  policy  was  to 
produce  first-class  pharmacists  with  a 
sound  basis  for  further  specialisation 
if  demanded.  He  thought  that  the  phar- 
macist should  be  allowed  to  use  his 


larly  the  antibiotics),  whether  in  the 
form  of  proprietaries  or  otherwise;  and 
(ii)  the  increased  quantity  of  drugs 
prescribed — caused  more  by  an  increase 
in  the  average  quantity  per  prescrip- 
tion than  by  the  larger  number  of 
prescriptions  issued. 

The  authors  of  the  independent 
study,  however,  say  that  no  complete 
or  satisfying  explanation  can  be  given 
for  those  trends  and,  having  regard  to 
the  important  role  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical service  in  the  National  Health 
Service,  it  would  seem  desirable  to  call 
for  better  statistics. 

In  a  reservation  about  Health  Ser- 
vice charges,  Miss  Godwin  says  that 
she  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  no 
case  can  be  made  out  for  the  shilling 
prescription  charge  on  the  grounds 
that  it  prevents  abuse.  The  right  way 
to  check  abuse  is  to  check  over-pre- 
scribing, and  that  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  medical  profession. 

Sir  John  Maude,  in  a  reservation  on 
the  structure  of  the  Service,  regards 
a  locally-administered  healih  service  as 
desirable  in  principle  in  preference  to 
a  national  one,  but  finds  it  impractic- 
able at  present  on  administrative 
grounds. 

In  an  appendix  on  population  change 
and  the  future  cost  of  the  National 
Health  Service  the  authors  estimate 
that  due  to  population  changes  the  cost 
of  the  pharmaceutical  services  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  will  increase  by  7  per 
cent,  in  the  twenty  years  from  1951-52 
to  1971-72.

discretion  in  dealing  with  drugs — his 
education  had  trained  him  for  that  pur- 
pose. In  discussion,  Dr.  G.  Dare  said 
that  there  was  a  feeling  that  not  enough 
young  pharmacists  were  entering  ihe 
hospital  services  to  replace  the  solid 
core  of  pharmacists  who  had  built  up 
and  maintained  a  highly  successful  ser- 
vice over  a  long  period.  The  genera! 
opinion  was  that  hospital  salaries  were 
inadequate,  and  that  the  salaries  in 
retail  were  based  on  an  artificial  value. 

The  necessity  for  drug  tests  was 
questioned  by  Mr.  E.  Wood  who 
thought  that  the  professional  skill  of 
the  pharmacist  had  already  been  estab- 
lished by  examination.  In  reply  Mr. 
Heseltine  said  that  it  was  an  essential 
part  of  the  contract  and  was  not  a  test 
of  the  pharmacist's  skill  but  of  the 
materials  used.  Student  present  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  the  profes- 
sion was  on  an  equal  footing  with 
medicine  and  dentistry.  That,  they 
thought,  would  not  be  achieved  if  mem- 
bers continued  to  widen  the  sales  chan- 
nels of  perfumery  and  hardware,  etc. 

There  was  criticism  of  the  Fellow- 
ship of  the  Society.  It  was  thought  that 
the  retail  pharmacist  was  not  likely  to 
receive  that  honour  while  the  hospital 
or  industrial  pharmacist  would  have 
more  time  and  opportunity  to  work 
on  and  submit  original  papers.  The 
conception  that  it  should  be  awarded 
for  services  to  the  profession  appeared 
to  have  been  overlooked.

Council  members'  talk  at  Leeds 
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BRANCH  AND  ASSOCIATION  MEETINGS 


GLASGOW 
Students'  Night 

It  was  students'  night  at  the  meeting 
of  Glasgow  and  South-western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  on  January  11.  The  proceedings 
took  the  form  of  a  "  brains  trust,"  the 
panel  being  composed  of  Mr.  R.  Mc- 
Crone  (a  former  chairman  of  the 
Branch),  Mr.  E.  C.  MacMaster  (secre- 
tary), and  two  students.  Questions  in- 
cluded: "What  is  the  code  of  ethics 
and  where  can  it  be  seen?"  "Is  the 
Ph.C.  course  a  test  of  memory  or  intel- 
ligence? "  "  What  is  the  status  of 
women  pharmacists  in  the  profession?" 
"  What'  is  the  desirability  or  otherwise 
of  students  working  in  pharmacies  dur- 
ing vacation  periods?"  "Should  the 
number  of  women  students  in  pharmacy 
be  limited?  "  "  Should  the  Ph.C.  course 
be  abolished  in  favour  of  a  degree 
course?  "  Mr.  W.  T.  Wilson  presided. 

ENFIELD 

Business  Developments 

Built-up  in  Enfield  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Cross 
(a  founder-member  and  a  vice-president 
of  Enfield  Chemists'  Association)  the 
developing  and  printing  works  of  Cross 
of  Enfield,  Ltd.,  was  toured  by  about 
forty  members,  students  and  assistants 
of  the  Association  recently.  The  whole 
process,  from  the  reception  of  custo- 
mers' roll  films  for  developing,  print- 
ing or  enlarging  to  dispatch  to  the  cus- 
tomer, was  demonstrated.  The  party 
saw  the  incoming  work  being  sorted 
and  given  "  identity  cards,"  transferred 
to  the  dark  rooms  where  the  films  were 
unrolled  and  passed  by  machine-driven 
frames  through  developing,  washing 
and  fixing  processes,  and  on  to  a  hot- 
air  drying  chamber.  The  finished  nega- 
tives are  checked  and  passed  into  the 
printing  rooms  where  electronic 
machines  printed  the  negatives.  The 
prints  are  then  automatically  passed 
through  developer  and  fixing  tanks, 
dried  and  glazed.  Finished  prints  are 


then  identified  with  the  films,  checked 
and  placed  in  wallets  ready  for  the 
customers.  The  department  handling 
special  photographic  work  and  enlarg- 
ing was  also  inspected  and  the  tech- 
niques involved  were  explained.  During 
the  discussion  and  refreshments  that 
followed,  photographs  were  taken  and 
finally  the  party  was  entertained  to  a 
film  show. 

SOUTHAMPTON 
Topical  Review 

Topics  of  current  interest  were  re- 
viewed by  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield  (a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council)  at  a  meeting  of  Southampton 
Branch  of  the  Society  held  on  January 
9.  Dealing  with  the  future  of  the 
Society's  headquarters  Mr.  Bloomfield 
pointed  out  that  eighteen  years  re- 
mained unexpired  of  the  lease  and 
that  the  whole  side  of  the  Square,  in- 
cluding the  headquarters,  was  scheduled 
as  a  possible  site  for  part  of  a  national 
library,  but  that  no  actual  planning 
authority  had  yet  been  given  for  that. 
In  any  event  provision  was  made  in  the 
scheme  for  buildings  for  other  pur- 
poses and  it  might  well  be  that  the 
Society's  offices  could  be  incorporated. 
It  was  thought  that  with  eighteen 
years  to  go  the  premises  should  be 
improved  as  far  as  possible  and  a  start 
had  been  made.  As  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  removed  more  departments 
to  Brunswick  Square  even  more  room 
would  become  available  and  although 
that  would  mean  some  decrease  in 
revenue,  office  facilities  could  be  organ- 
ised more  efficiently,  therefore  cutting 
unnecessary  time  and  labour  spent  in 
going  between  departments.  Mr. 
Bloomfield  outlined  the  changes  in  the 
organisation  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference  and  emphasised  that 
control  would  not  pass  entirely  to  the 
Conference  Executive  since  the  Coun- 
cil would  continue  to  appoint  three 
representatives.  Although  the  executive 
would  appoint  the  chairman  of  the 


meeting  dealing  with  professional 
matters,  he  would  normally  be  the 
president  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Bloom- 
field said  that  there  was  a  good  case 
for  additional  financial  support  from 
the  Society  for  the  smaller  branches. 
The  education  subcommittee's  report 
was  awaited  with  keen  interest,  said 
Mr.  Bloomfield,  as  considerable  con- 
cern was  felt  at  the  low  standard  of 
work  shown  in  the  practical  examina- 
tions. Even  when  the  number  of 
preparations  in  the  practical  pharma- 
ceutics paper  was  reduced,  many  en- 
trants still  did  not  finish  all  of  them 
in  the  time  allotted.  Mr.  Bloomfield 
appealed  for  more  support  for  the 
Chemists  Federation.  He  regretted  that 
so  many  pharmacists  would  not  realise 
that  their  lukewarm  support  of  its 
principles  were  the  biggest  drag  on  the 
scheme.  Mr.  Bloomfield  spoke  also  on 
the  metric  system,  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  and  the 
Monopolies  Commission. 

Referring,  in  the  discussion  that  fol- 
lowed, to  the  problem  of  apprentice- 
ship, Mr.  J.  Swan  regretted  that  the 
20,000  retail  pharmacists  out  of  the  [ 
26,000  odd  registered  had  allowed  con- 
trol of  the  things  that  affected  them 
most  to  pass  out  of  their  hands.  Mr. 
F.  S.  Leader  asked  why  the  rank  and 
file  members  should  continue  to  pour  j 
money  into  the  Society  in  increased 
fees  for  the  Council  to  try  to  push  up 
the  members'  "  professional  status,"  to 
consider  indulging  in  "  frills  and  fur- 
belows "  while  the  result  was  the  de- 
plorable lowering  of  academic  stan- 
dards shown  *  in  the  examination 
reports.

Hospital  Staff  Forewarned.  —  At  a  , 

Shrewsbury  inquest   recently   on  the 
wife  of  a  retired  army  officer,  the  hus- 
band  said  he  had  found  tablets  of  a 
barbiturate  compound  in  a  packet  of 
sugared  almonds  that  had  been  sent  to  j 
her.    A  doctor  gave  evidence  that  the  I 
woman  had  written  to  him  asking  for 
fifty  tablets  of  the  drug,  and  had  made 
it  clear  she  wanted  them  so  as  to  commit  1) 
suicide.    The  husband  said  that  letters  I 
he  had  received  since  his  wife's  death 
showed  that  she  had  asked  a  relative  I 
to  obtain  the  tablets  for  her.  Record-  ! 
ing  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  the  I 
balance  of  her  mind  was  disturbed " 
the  coroner  said  that  the  woman,  Mrs. 
Griffiths,  had  died  in  hospital  "under  I 
the  very  noses  of  the  people  in  charge  I 
of  her."   The  doctor  said  that  the  last  j 
time  he  had  seen  Mrs.  Griffiths  she 
had  told  him  she  was  determined  to 
commit  suicide.  On  being  told  that  he 
gave  a  warning  to  the  hospital  staff 
that  she  might  attempt  to  take  her  life.  I 
The  night  Sister  said  that  on  the  even- 
ing before  Mrs.  Griffiths  died  she  had 
been  given  a  dose  of  a  drug  she  had  I 
been    taking   since    1947    and  some 
codeine.    At  4.45  a.m.  on  November 
29  the  Sister  noticed   Mrs.  Griffiths  j 
showing    signs    of    deep    coma    and  j 
collapse.     On   her  locker  were  two  1 
glasses,  each  of  which  contained  a  sedi-  |l 
ment.    In  a  locker  were  found  two  J 
empty   phials.     They   were  labelled 
codeine,  but  she  did  not  know  what  I 
had  been  in  them.   The  Sister  said  she  I 
had  heard  Mrs.  Griffiths  had  threatened 
to  take  her  life  and  care  was  taken  j 
about  the  drugs  given  to  her.

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  CHILD  POISONINGS 

An  "  antidote  to  any  poison  "  and  how  to  use  it 


IN  a  letter  to  the  Editor  the  pharma- 
cist at  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Bel- 
fast, puts  forward  a  practical  and  re- 
sponsible method  of  meeting  an  emer- 
gency situation. 

Sir, — You  recently  drew  attention 
(C.  &  D.s  January  7,  pn.  4  and  7)  to 
the  risks  to  children  of  poisoning  by 
drugs.  A  year  ago  I  became  acutely 
conscious  of  the  poisons  which  chil- 
dren swallow.  My  son  was  one-and-a- 
half  years'  old,  and  I  attempted  to 
draw  up  a  list  of  simple  household 
remedies  that  would  be  suitable  in  the 
case  of  accidental  poisoning.  It  became 
a  rather  complicated  piece  of  work, 
and  I  felt  it  would  prove  unsatisfactory 
to  use  in  an  emergency.  Instead  I 
made  what  I  called  an  "  antidoie  to  any 
poison."    It  consists  of: — 

Heavy  magnesium  oxide    12j  per  cent. 

Activated  charcoal   \    equal  parts  of  each  to 

Kaolin  J  100  per  cent. 

I  keep  a  3-oz.  bottle  of  this  powder  in 
the  house,  together  with  a  printed  card 
of  directions,  which  I  feel  are  very 
important  because,  should  the  occasion 
arise  for  use  of  the  powder,  one  can 
very  easily  become  almost  paralysed 
with  fear.   The  directions  are: — 

IMMEDIATE  TREATMENT 

If  there  is  no  sign  of  burning  to  the 
lips,  mouth  or  throat  give  one  tea- 
spoonful  of  mustard  in  a  tumblerful  of 
warm  water.  OR  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
salt  in  a  tumblerful  of  warm  water. 
OR  large  draughts  of  tepid  water,  fol- 
lowed by  irritation  of  the  back  of  the 
throat,  by  means  of  the  finger  or  a 
feather,  repeat  any  of  these  methods 
until  vomiting  occurs,  then  give  one 
tablespoonful  of  antidote  powder  in 
a  glass  of  milk  or  water. 

If  the  lips,  mouth  or  throat  show 

SIGNS    OF    BEING    BURNT,    DON'T  CAUSE 

vomiting,  i.e.  don't  give  mustard  or 
salt;    instead,    give    immediately  one 

TABLESPOON FUL  of  ANTIDOTE  POWDER  in 

a  glass  of  milk  or  water. 

FURTHER  TREATMENT 

Give  large  quantities  of  milk,  raw 
eggs  beaten  up  with  milk,  and  stimu- 
lants where  necessary. 

If  milk  is  unobtainable  give  large 
quantities  of  water. 

Be  sure  and  send  for  the  doctor,  but 
if  alone  give  the  immediate  treatment 

FIRST. 

Keep  the  patient  warm  by  wrapping  in 
blankets,  and  apply  hot  water  bottle, 
wrapped  in  flannel  to  the  feet. 

If  the  patient  is  unconscious  due  to 
poisoning  he  must  be  roused  before 
"  Immediate  Treatment  "  is  given. 

To  do  this  use  one  of  the  following 
methods :  — 

1.  Slap  the  face  with  a  wet  towel. 

2.  Apply  smelling  salts,  or  cotton 
wool  soaked  in  ammonia,  to  the 
nostrils. 

3.  Sponge  head,  face,  and  chest  with 
cold  water. 

As  soon  as  he  is  conscious  continue 
with  "  Immediate  Treatment." 
stimulants 
1.  Whisky  or  brandy,  one  TEAspoon- 
ful  to  one  TABLEspoonful  diluted 
with  a  little  water. 


2.  Sal-volatile  (aromatic  spirits  of 
ammonia)  half  to  one  TEAspoonful 
in  a  tablespoonful  of  warm  water. 

3.  Strong  tea  or  coffee. 

4.  Hot  and  cold  douches  alternately. 

This  antidote  to  any  poison  is  not 
a  new  idea,  and  a  similar  formula  will 
be  found  in  many  text  books  on  first 
aid.  What  is  new  is  the  hope  that  a 
small  quantity  of  the  powder,  with 
simple  instructions  for  use,  should  be 
available  in  each  home  where  there  are 
young  children,  so  that,  in  the  event  of 
poisoning,  no  matter  what  the  cause 
(including  food  poisoning,  poisonous 
berries,  shell  fish,  sleeping  tablets, 
paraffin  oil,  turpentine,  weed-killers, 
etc.,  or  any  of  the  many  household 
commodities  which,  if  taken,  especially 
by  young  children,  could  cause  death), 
an  efficient  antidote  may  be  admini- 
stered immediately.  I  think  it  should 
be  possible  to  have  the  antidote  pow- 


der prepared  by  one  of  the  reputable 
manufacturing  houses,  and  packed  in  a 
tin  container  with  the  full  directions 
for  use  printed  on  the  tin,  so  that  the 
instructions  would  be  clearly  legible 
after  many  years'  storage  in  the  home. 
The  powder  could  be  sold  through  the 
retail  chemists  for  a  couple  of  shillings 
— for  a  suitable  quantity — or  distribu- 
ted to  mothers  attending  welfare  clinics 
with  their  children.  A  little  publicity 
in  the  various  local  papers  through  the 
"  Safety  in  the  Home  "  campaign  com- 
mittees could  do  much  to  bring  it  to 
the  notice  of  the  general  public.  I 
hope  that  you  may  find  a  corner  to 
publish  the  essence  of  this  letter,  be- 
cause I  feel  that  the  many  deaths 
among  young  children  due  to  poisoning 
could  be  avoided  by  this  simple  house- 
hold remedy.

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Broadly  on  Sound  Lines 

The  unexpected  finding  of  the  Guillebaud  Committee 
(p.  114)  was  that,  during  the  past  five  years,  the  cost 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  measured  as  a  propor- 
tion of  the  total  national  expenditure,  was  declining  not 
rising.  That  paradoxical  situation  had  been  made 
obvious  by  Messrs.  Abel-Smith  and  Titmuss  in  a  statis- 
tical analysis  of  the  Service  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the  Committee. 

That  conclusion  once  grasped,  it  becomes  more  easy 
to  understand  why  N.H.S.,  which  had  been  assumed 
to  be  on  the  defensive  by  the  very  appointment  of  the 
Committee,  is  considered  to  have  been  "  framed  broadly 
on  sound  lines,  having  regard  to  the  historical  pattern 
of  the  medical  and  social  services  of  this  country." 

With  that  general  conclusion  most  pharmacists,  we 
imagine,  would  find  themselves  in  agreement.  They, 
too,  would  consider  that  the  greatest  present  need  is  a 
"  period  of  stability,  in  order  that  all  the  various  author- 
ities can  plan  ahead  with  the  knowledge  that  they  will 
be  building  on  firm  foundations." 

When  it  comes  to  detailed  recommendations  affecting 
the  pharmaceutical  service  they  may  detect  certain  in- 
consistencies in  the  logic  of  the  proposals.  Certainly 
they  will  welcome  the  Committee's  support  for  pharma- 
cists' rejection  (from  the  very  start  of  N.H.S.,  and  on 
the  experience  of  the  earlier  National  Health  Insurance) 
of  the  deposit  system  for  containers.  The  use  of  "  sauce 
bottles,  beer  bottles,  etc.,"  to  which  the  report  refers 
is  as  corrupting  to  the  patient's  respect  for  his  medicine 
as  it  is  degrading  to  the  pharmacist's  professional  self- 
respect.  On  a  more  mundane  level,  too,  the  deposit 
looks  less  attractive  today  even  to  its  advocates,  for 
its  amount  would  be  nearer  sixpence  than  twopence. 
Added  to  the  levy,  that  might  cause  patients  to  rebel. 

The  drawbacks  of  restricting  prescribers  to  a  limited 
list  of  prescribable  drugs  also  need  no  explanation  or 
emphasis  to  contractors.  They  may  well  feel,  however, 
that  the  Committee  has  accepted  too  easily  the  Health 
Department's  satisfaction  "  that  the  existing  pricing 
arrangements  will  produce  all  the  essential  information 
about  doctors'  prescribing  costs,"  and  has  paid  too 
little  heed  to  the  "  certainty  "  which  full  pricing  would 
give,  in  the  view  of  "  some  of  the  medical  profession," 
to  the  figures  showing  the  level  of  doctors'  prescribing. 
Without  full  pricing,  statements  such  as  "  we  have 
assumed  that  steps  will  be  taken  under  existing  arrange- 
ments to  follow  up  cases  of  excessive  prescribing  where 
this  is  found  to  be  necessary  "  may  appear  mere  pious 
platitudes.  Effective  action  must  be  at  once  prompt. 


factually  based,  uniformly  applied  throughout  the 
country,  and  inexorable.  In  view,  however,  of  the 
Committee's  "  reluctant  "  recommendation  that  "  the  ad- 
vantages to  be  gained  from  full  pricing  would  not  be 
worth  the  cost  both  in  money  and  man-power,"  full 
pricing  of  prescriptions,  however  much  pharmacists 
continue  to  press  for  it  as  the  only  means  of  ensuring 
100  per  cent,  accuracy  in  payments  to  contractors,  now 
seems  a  remote  possibility. 

The  other  main  recommendation  under  the  "  Family 
Practitioner  Services  "  heading  is  one  with  which  again 
pharmacists  will  quarrel.  Again  it  involves  elements  of 
the  pious  hope — this  time  that  a  scheme  of  ordering 
stock  by  doctors  on  EC10  forms  "  should  contribute  to 
economy  in  prescribing "  and  that  it  could  "  in  due 
course  "  be  withdrawn  "  if  abused."  The  Cohen  Com- 
mittee's view  (that  general  practitioners  might  fall  into 
error  by  unwittingly  using  those  drugs  for  private 
patients  or  might  be  tempted  to  indulge  in  a  concealed 
form  of  lavish  prescribing)  will  strike  chemists  as  more 
realistic  on  the  one  hand ;  and  they  will  be  sceptical  on 
the  other  whether  a  system  once  begun  is  so  easily 
withdrawn  "  if  abused."  The  Committee  seems  to  have 
been  impressed  by  the  working  of  a  similar  system  in 
Scotland.  We  wonder  whether  Scottish  pharmacists 
are  so  happy  about  the  system  now  as  when  it  was 
inaugurated. 

The  Committee  finds  that  the  shilling  levy  has  now 
little  effect  on  doctors'  prescribing,  apart  from  a  ten- 
dency to  increase  the  number  of  items  on  each  prescrip- 
tion, and  perhaps  to  the  prescribing  of  larger  quantities. 
It  does  not  consider  that  removing  the  levy  would  im- 
prove the  working  of  the  service  "  to  any  extent  com- 
mensurate with  its  cost."  In  a  minority  report  Miss 
B.  Anne  Goodwin  is  unable  to  agree  that  there  is  a 
case  for  retaining  it  even  on  a  temporary  basis. 

About  the  cost  of  pharmaceutical  products  the  Com- 
mittee is  prudently  non-committal,  merely  hoping  for  a 
speedy  conclusion — "  definite  and  mutually  acceptable  " 
— to  the  negotiations  between  the  Departments  and  the 
representatives  of  the  industry.  The  Guillebaud  Com- 
mittee seems  to  recognise  more  understandingly  than 
the  Committee  of  Public  Accounts  that  the  issues,  in 
a  field  "  largely  unexplored,"  are  too  large  and  impor- 
tant to  be  capable  of  settlement  on  the  basis  of  a  simple 
small  flat  percentage  on  costs,  such  as  may  be  appro- 
priate l;o  certain  other  Government  purchases. 

How  Not  to  Announce  Tax  Changes 

What  has  now  become  an  annual  event — the  issue  of  a 
Statutory  Instrument  exempting  from  purchase  tax  many 
recently-introduced  medicinal  preparations — took  place 
this  year  on  January  3  (C.  &  D.,  January  28,  p.  84). 

In  sharp  contrast  to  that  accepted  principle  of  British 
justice  whereby  the  prisoner  is  considered  innocent  until 
proved  guilty,  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
insist  that  new  medicinal  preparations  shall  (unless 
exemption  has  been  obtained  during  the  clinical  trial 
period)  be  liable  to  tax  immediately  they  come  on  the 
market.  After  a  year  or  more  "  in  captivity,"  the  pro- 
ducts may,  if  lucky,  secure  release  as  "  essential  drugs 
and  medicines."  There  are  about  forty  new  or  amended 
items  in  this  year's  list,  and  there  have  been  a  similar 
number  of  entries  in  previous  years.  It  seems  to  us 
that  twelve  or  thirteen  months  is  an  overlong  period 
for  levying  tax  on  essential  medicines  that  are  eventually 
going  to  be  freed. 
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On  the  present  occasion  the  further  criticism  can  be 
made  that  release  of  the  news  by  the  Customs  authori- 
ties was  ill-timed.  No  thought  was  apparently  given  to 
the  way  in  which  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  were  to 
be  made  aware  of  the  order  in  time  for  its  operation. 
The  Press  release  arrived  on  the  Saturday  before  the 
Monday  on  which  the  Order  was  to  come  into  force. 
Like  ourselves,  most  other  organs  of  the  technical  Press 
are  published  on  a  Friday  or  Saturday,  so  that  it  was 
impossible  for  any  of  them  to  give  the  changes  at  the 
correct  time.  Prior  information  had,  however,  been 
given  to  the  Government's  own  Board  of  Trade  Journal, 
although  not  to  the  extent  of  including  details  of  the 
drugs  affected. 

We  look  upon  it  as  part  of  the  service  of  the  techni- 
cal Press  to  present  Government  Orders  in  the  most 
simple  and  readable  form,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
indicate,  in  such  a  list  as  the  one  under  discussion, 
the  proprietary  or  common  name  of  the  product  or  pro- 
ducts affected.  The  chemical  names  by  themselves  may 
mean  little  to  the  great  majority  of  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers. 

Surely  the  Customs  and  Excise  secretariat,  which 
must  have  a  working  knowledge  of  the  Press  channels 
of  information  and  how  they  function,  could  co-operate 
by  releasing  the  news  earlier — under  an  embargo  date 
if  necessary.  Journals  which,  like  ourselves,  reach  the 
people  directly  concerned  with  collecting  purchase  tax 
from  their  retail  customers  could  in  that  way  make  them 
acquainted  with  the  necessary  facts  by  the  operative 
date.

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FIFTY  STRENUOUS  YEARS 

Reminiscences  of  a  lifetime  spent  in  pharmacy,  and 
an  answer  to  the  question  "Was  it  worth  it?"

LOOKING  backward  over  fifty  years.  An  old  man's 
privilege?  A  sign  of  advancing  years?  Call  it  what 
you  will — it  has  ils  compensations. 
Leaving  a  little  grammar  school  in  the  heart  of  the  Peak 
District  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  having  enough  subjects, 
on  my  Cambridge  Junior  certificate  for  it  to  be  accepted  as 
the  "  Prelim.,"  I  decided  to  become  a  chemist  and  druggist. 
My  father,  a  Methodist  minister,  having  recemly  removed 
to  Staffordshire,  I  was  considered  fortunate  to  be  accepted 
as  apprentice  by  Poole  &  Son,  Newcastle-under-Lyme.  I 
was  interviewed  by  the  senior  Mr.  Poole — a  stern,  aristo- 
cratic-looking gentleman  of  eighty-one  years.  Mr.  Poole,  a 
magistrate  of  the  town,  with  a  trim  white  beard  and  keen 
yet  kindly  eyes,  advised  me  to  become  an  engineer  as  there 
was  "  nothing  in  the  drug  trade." 

Wages  and  Hours 

However,  unshaken  in  my  resolve  I  signed  on  with  the 
Messrs.  Poole  for  four  years.  During  the  first  two  years  I 
was  to  receive  no  wages,  during  the  third  year  five  shillings; 
and  during  the  fourth  year  seven  shillings  and  sixpence  a 
week.  My  hours  were  8  a.m.  till  8  p.m.  (11.30  p.m.  on 
Saturday).  In  the  Newcastle  business  I  learned  pharmacy 
in  most  of  its  aspects.  My  first  duties  were  lo  wrap  sawdust 
in  white  demy  until  I  could  make  a  presentable  parcel. 
From  that  proficiency  I  graduated — eventually — lo  wrapping 
8-oz.  medicine  bottles,  for  time  and  lime  again  the  younger 
Mr.  Poole  would  unwrap  them  and  show  me  where  I  had 
gone  wrong.  From  that  stage  I  advanced  to  packing  1-oz. 
packets  of  Epsom  salts  and  2-oz.  botiles  of  camphorated 
oil,  penny  and  twopenny  "  pipes  "  of  pil.  rhei  co.,  etc.,  etc 

On  Saturday  nights  I  was  frequently  occupied  supplying 
hair  oil  to  the  local  "  lads  "  in  pennyworths  or  twopenny- 
worths.  The  product  consisted  of  olive  oil  with  a  few  spots 
of  lemon  or  bergamot  added.  The  hair-oil  trade  was  pretty 
brisk,  usually  just  before  closing  time.  Later,  as  I  became 
more  accustomed  to  the  general  trade  of  the  shop  I  was 
sent  with  the  senior  apprentice  and  one  of  the  errand  boys 
"down  the  yard"  to  the  warehouse  to  make  10-cwt. 
batches  of  horse  powder,  two  gross  at  a  time  of  horse  balls 
(5-dr.,  6-dr.,  or  7-dr.);  or  56  lb.  of  foot-rot  paste  made  with 
honey,  copper  acetate,  etc.  The  young  boss  used  to  add  the 
secret  ingredients  to  those  products  to  prevent  leakage  of 
the  formula. 

After  the  first  year  I  was  required  to  "  take  duty."  That 
meant  staying  in  the  shop  until  10  p.m.  io  aitend  to  custo- 
mers who  called  after  hours.  Being  of  a  studious  nature, 
and  knowing  I  was  not  the  son  of  wealthy  parents,  I 
used  those  hours  to  learn  materia  medica  and  chemistry, 
for  the  mastery  of  which  I  was  exceedingly  grateful  when  the 
time  came  later  for  "cramming"  the  Minor  syllabus.  As 
the  junior  apprentice  I  had  as  one  of  my  duties  to  fill  up 
the  stock  bottles.  Another  was  to  fetch  the  goods  in  from 
the  warehouse  between  4  and  5  p.m.  each  day.  I  filled  the 
turpentine  and  linseed-oil  tanks,  replenished  the  tinct.  rhei. 
co.,  spt.  ammon  co. — yes,  and  even  the  tinct.  opii  bottles. 
Laudanum  was  then  quite  an  ordinary  sale:  we  had  regular 
customers  for  it.  The  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  had  not  been 
thought  of  in  those  days. 

Having  survived  my  apprenticeship  I  was  sent  for  to  the 
dining  room  behind  the  shop  where  Mr.  Poole,  sen.,  Mrs. 
Poole,  and  their  two  splendid  daughters  were  to  receive  me. 
I  was  very  touched  when  the  old  gentleman  ("  Jimmy  "  as 
the  errand  boys  called  him)  told  me  he  had  had  many  men 
»n  his  time,  but  never  one  he  respected  like  me.  He  little 


knew  how  many  of  his  jam  tarts  and  mince  pies  his  cook 
had  slipped  to  me  unknowingly!  I  was  charged  by  Mr. 
Poole  lo  pass  the  Minor  as  soon  as  possible  and  to  see 
that  my  name  was  at  the  top  of  the  list.  He  said  he  would 
be  watching  the  journal  each  week  to  find  my  name  among 
the  successful  candidates.  Unfortunately  the  old  gentleman, 
for  whom  I  had  the  utmost  admiration  and  regard,  passed 
away  two  weeks  before  my  name  appeared.  Leaving  my 
apprenticeship  I  entered  the  Birmingham  College  of  Phar- 
macy, then  in  Newhall  Street.  There,  after  six  months' 
training  and  with  tremendous  help  from  my  elder  brother, 
who  was  by  then  an  [old-style]  Ph.C,  I  decided  to  have  a 
shot  at  the  examination.  I  travelled  to  London  and,  with 
others,  assembled  in  the  yard  at  Galen  Place.  After  meeting 
many  of  the  stalwarts  of  pharmacy,  like  the  late  Mr. 
Saville  Peck,  I  was  called  to  the  desk  and  congratulated  on 
having  become  a  chemist  and  druggist.  I  was  advised  to 
present  myself  for  the  Major  in  three  months'  time.  The 
telegram  I  sent  to  my  brother  adapted  the  words  of  the  old 
hymn:  "Sorrow  vanquished,  labour  ended,  Minor  passed!" 

Manager  for  Wholesaler 

After  a  succession  of  locum  jobs  for  a  few  months  at 
£7  7s.  (per  month !)  indoors,  I  was  offered  a  post  as  drug 
department  manager  with  a  firm  of  wholesale  chemists  in 
Birmingham.  The  managing  director  who  interviewed  me 
wasn't  quite  sure  that  I  was  the  man  for  the  job,  as  he 
had  seen  a  telegram  from  me  which  showed  that  I  thought 
my  work  was  finished  when  I  had  passed  the  Minor.  He 
went  on  at  much  length  to  tell  me  that,  far  from  being 
ended,  my  work  was  only  beginning.  How  right  he  was!  ! 

My  experiences  in  the  new  post  were  varied  and  valuable. 
It  was  a  good  old-fashioned  house  whose  directors  were  all 
pharmaceutical  chemists — Fellows  as  they  would  be  today — 
who  knew  their  job  and  understood  the  goods  in  which 
they  were  dealing.  Life  was  tough  but  I  enjoyed  it  on  the 
whole.  I  was  put  in  charge  of  a  department  and  was 
expected  to  turn  out  the  work  properly,  no  matter  what 
lime  I  finished  and  without  any  thought  of  "  overtime." 

In  winter  it  was  no  unusual  thing  for  me  to  come  in  on 
the  7.30  a.m.  train,  and  return  on  the  9.45  p.m.  train,  and 
if  an  urgent  export  order  from  the  Egyptian  Government 
was  received  the  11.5  p.m.  train  frequently  had  me  as  a 
passenger!  Needless  to  say,  I  had  not  much  time  for 
sport ! 

The  directors  were  exceedingly  good  and  kind  to  me 
after  I  passed  the  Major  (in  my  spare  time),  and  promoted 
me  to  be  wet  department  manager. 

I  became  engaged  to  the  daughter  of  a  chemist,  but 
when  the  news  reached  the  ear  of  the  managing  director,  I 
was  immediately  sent  for  and  given  a  little  lecture  and  some 
sound  advice.  He  said,  among  other  things,  "  You  have 
heard  the  saying  '  Two  can  live  as  cheaply  as  one !  '  Don't 
you  believe  it!  It  isn't  true.  You  will  need  some  more 
money  to  keep  a  wife  on.  Go  ahead  and  I'll  see  that  you 
get  it."  He  certainly  did,  and  was  also  instrumental  in 
helping  me  to  secure  a  nice  little  home  in  Bournville. 

If  only  the  heads  of  some  present-day  firms  could 
realise  how  much  the  personal  touch  and  a  word  of  kind- 
ness pay  handsome  dividends,  I  am  sure  half  the  unrest 
and  never-ending  clamour  for  more  wages  and  less  work 
would  vanish,  and  the  world  would  be  a  happier  place  for 
all  concerned. 

As  the  years  went  by  our  warehouse  became  too  small 
for  the  increased  trade,  and  we  had  to  remove  to  a  modern 
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factory  on  the  other  side  of  the  City.  What  a  removal ! 
Thousands  of  bottles,  carboys,  40-gall.  casks,  spirit  drums, 
drugs  and  containers  all  to  be  moved  and  placed  in  order 
so  that  we  could  begin  supplying  retailers'  demands  in 
three  days'  time.  In  those  days  each  order  was  treated 
individually.  If  a  chemist  ordered  1  lb.  of  a  preparation 
he  expected  1  lb.  in  a  bottle  he  could  return  for  credit,  and 
if  the  tare  was  not  marked  on  the  bottle,  so  that  he  could 
check  the  weight,  we  frequently  heard  about  it.  A  "  short  " 
on  an  order  was  looked  upon  as  a  crime.  The  wholesalers 
have  not,  to  my  mind,  improved  in  that  respect.  The  re- 
tailer now  has  to  put  up  with  kilos :  500  gm.  or  the  nearest- 
size  bottle  on  the  shelf.  The  bottle  may  have  stood  there 
for  weeks.  When  empty,  the  bottles  are  left  to  clutter  up 
the  warehouse  because  no  one  wants  them.  Drug  orders 
without  shorts  are  a  rare  item  nowadays.  A  preparation 
not  in  stock  had  to  be  made  or  procured  at  all  costs : 
the  order  was  not  returned  marked  "  Out  of  Stock  "  as  at 
present. 

A  Direct  Hit 

Shorily  after  the  business  had  settled  down  in  the  new 
warehouse  the  war  clouds  gathered  and  before  long  we 
had  black-out,  bombs  dropping,  streets  torn  up,  houses 
and  buildings  demolished.  A  full  night's  sleep  became  a 
luxury.  The  air-raid  siren  sounded  the  alert  before  we 
closed  in  the  evening  and  frequently  the  "  all  clear  "  was 
heard  as  we  returned  to  work  next  day.  Finally  the  Ger- 
man airmen,  after  trying  for  weeks,  managed  to  get  a 
direct  hit  on  our  conspicuous,  modern  warehouse  with  two 
high  explosive  bombs,  and  we  were  left  with  a  heap  of 
rubble  which  blazed  like  an  inferno.  100  gall,  of  rectified 
spirit,  50  gall,  of  absolute  alcohol,  500  1-lb.  bottles  of  spt. 
aeth.  nit.  vanished  in  a  few  minutes.  However,  we  were  in- 
structed to  start  again  at  another  works  just  outside  the 
town,  and  in  a  few  days  we  were  turning  out  drugs  in 
limited  quantities.  By  the  end  of  the  war  most  of  the  direc- 
tors I  had  commenced  with  had  passed  away  or  retired.  I 
decided  that  a  retail  business  offered  more  scope  for  a  man 
of  fifty-six  years  of  age  than  staying  where  I  was  with  the 
prospect  of  an  eventual  pension  which  might  keep  me  in 
tobacco  but  would  certainly  not  hold  body  and  soul 
together  in  these  days. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Perkins,  a  chemist  of  the  old  school,  having 
reached  the  age  of  seventy-three  years  and  wishing  to  re- 
tire, offered  me  his  business  at  Henley-in-Arden,  Warwick- 
shire. I  took  it  over  in  1945.  Returning  to  retail  after 
thirty-five  years  in  wholesale  was  no  easy  matter.  I  knew 
nothing  about  prices,  or  about  half  the  "  patents "  the 
customers  asked  for.  I  had  never  heard  of  lipsticks;  and 
face  powders  with  their  numberless  colours  and  absurd 
names  were  a  source  of  worry.  I  began  to  wonder 
whether  I  had  not  made  a  mistake  in  trying  to  "  stage  a 
comeback  "  to  retail.  However,  with  the  help  of  a  good 
assistant  (Mr.  Willoughby),  who  had  been  with  Mr.  Per- 
kins for  years,  and  a  certain  amount  of  determination, 
I  se'tled  down  and  soon  began  to  enjoy  life.  I  became, 
fike  Mr.  Perkins,  a  seedsman  as  well  as  a  chemist,  learning 
all  about  Little  Marvel  peas,  Green  Windsor  broad  beans, 
Ailsa  Craig  and  Bedfordshire  Champion  onions,  Winnig- 
stadt  cabbage,  etc.,  etc. 

Life  at  Henley-in-Arden  was  for  the  first  few  years  very 
pleasant.  Instead  of  facing  city  streets,  I  could  sit  down 
in  my  room  behind  the  shop  and  watch  the  wild  ducks 
fly  across  the  valley  or  see  an  occasional  heron  leisurely 
flying  homewards.  Most  of  my  customers  were  very  kind 
and  friendly.  During  a  spell  in  hospital  I  was  astounded  at 
the  numerous  bunches  of  flowers  sent  by  my  lady  custo- 
mers together  with  supplies  of  magazines,  eggs,  fruit,  etc. 
The  advent  of  the  National  Health  Service  in  1948  en- 
tirely changed  the  character  of  the  business.  Soon  avalan- 
ches of  prescriptions  began  to  arrive,  each  one  presented 
with  the  question,  "  How  long  will  it  be  ?  "  Among  them, 
of  course,  were  the  inevitable  test  scripts,  usually  handed 


in  by  a  "  bright  young  thing,"  complete  with  lipstick,  hand- 
bag, nylons  and  an  innocent  smile.  Why  do  the  authori- 
ties employ  the  same  tactics  as  were  used  in  the  days  of 
Adam  and  Eve  in  the  garden  of  Eden  ?  Living  on  the 
premises,  and  being  the  only  chemist  within  a  radius  of 
eight  miles,  I  began  to  find  life  becoming  once  more  too 
much  of  a  strain  for  a  man  in  the  late  sixties.  It  was  a 
crime  to  go  out  to  get  a  haircut  on  the  half-day  closing 
if  anyone  wanted  a  prescription  made  up. 

One  old  lady  (whose  husband  worked  five  days  a  week), 
fumed  at  me  on  a  Thursday  afternoon  at  4  p.m.  for  being 
out.   She  had  called  twice  before  and  told  me  I  had  "  no 
right  to  leave  my  shop  without  someone  to  look  after  it." 
On  examining  her  EC10,  I  found  it  read:  — 
"  Tab.  Codein.  Co.  25 
1  s.o.s." 
No  mention  of  urgent  on  it! 

It  was  no  uncommon  thing  to  be  wakened  by  the  tele- 
phone on  a  Sunday  morning  to  be  asked  whether  I  could 
dispense  an  "  urgent  "  script,  which  I  was  to  find  later  was 
dated  the  previous  day  or  even  two  days  earlier. 

For  three  nights  every  week  I  kept  open  until  7  p.m., 
as  the  surgery  hours  of  the  doctor  across  the  road  were 
from  6  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  For  that — it  being  a  "  one-chemist 
area  " — I  received  3s.  6d.  rota  fee  instead  of  the  7s.  paid 
to  my  colleagues  in  the  towns.  I  always  considered  that 
grossly  unfair. 

Life  became  more  and  more  hectic.  To  keep  things  j 
going,  I  had  frequently  to  work  sixteen  hours  a  day  and 
more  than  half  of  each  Sabbath,  paying  accounts,  order-  ; 
ing  goods,  and  trying  to  clean  up  discrepancies  in  whole-  1 
salers'  invoices,  etc.  My  wife  began  to  crack  under  the  j 
strain,  so,  with  much  thought  and  great  reluctance,  we  I 
decided  to  give  up  and  make  way  for  the  younger  genera-  I 
tion.  I  was  fortunate  in  finding  a  customer  (Mr.  Adcock  j 
of  Alcester),  who  had  tradition  behind  him  and  would  not  I 
let  the  200-years-old  business  fall,  like  so  many  good  j 
concerns,  into  the  hands  of  undesirables.  For  better  or  j 
worse,  I  have  now  retired,  and  am  hoping  to  have  a  few  fl 
years  of  leisure  in  which  to  do  the  things  I  have  always  1 
longed  to  do,  but  for  which  I  never  had  the  time. 

Has  it  been  worth  it  ?  As  a  youngster,  I  was  taught  "  To  I 
be  of  use  ought  to  be  the  aim  of  life."  As  one  of  the  I 
backroom  boys  of  pharmacy,  I  think  I  have  managed  to  j( 
be  of  use.  So  perhaps,  after  all,  the  last  fifty  years  were  I 
not  wasted.  Now,  living  in  a  little  house  by  the  side  of  a 
main  road  in  Shakespeare's  country,  watching  many  of  my  p 
old  customers  pass,  I  am  reminded  of  the  lines  of  Lord  1 
Tennyson  (with  apologies  to  the  illustrious  poet) :  "  Let  1 
the  sound  of  those  he  wrought  for,  and  the  feet  of  those 
he  thought  for,  echo  round  his  bones  for  ever  more."

MAYBE  A  FORM  OF  CO-OPERATIVE 

for  Country  Chemists 


By  A  Rural  Pharmacist 


TO  talk  about  the  future  of  pharmacy  with  the 
50-megaton  fission-fusion-fission,  etc.,  etc.,  bomb 
hanging  over  us  may  seem  like  out-Neroing  Nero. 
But  at  any  rate  rural  pharmacy  can  console  itself  with  the 
thought  that  it  may  well  have  a  better  chance  of  survival 
than  its  counterpart  in  the  cities.  And  if  pharmacy  is  to 
have  a  future  it  is  a  good  idea  to  try  to  forsee  it,  not 
only  so  that  we  steer  our  businesses  in  the  right  direction, 
but  also  so  that  we  can  ensure  that  the  next  generation  is 
trained  to  be  better  equipped  than  our  own  for  the  day 
when  they  have  to  take  over. 

Changes  in  Pharmacy  are  no  Novelty 

We  accept  that  pharmacy  will  change — it  always  has 
done.  And  the  rate  at  which  it  does  so  appears  to  be  in- 
creasing. That  being  the  case,  those  pharmacies  that  are 
prepared  to  change  at  the  right  time  and  in  the  right  way, 
are  more  likely  to  flourish  than  those  which  are  content 
to  just  keep  going. 

It  has  usually  been  accepted  that  the  basis  of  pharmacy 
is  the  dispensing  of  doctors'  prescriptions,  but  if  that  must 
continue  so  then  it  seems  to  me  that  the  future  of  retail 
pharmacy  is  precarious.  Prescribing  now  is  such  that  any 
intelligent  youth  of  six  months'  training  can  dispense  90 
per  cent,  of  the  scripts,  and  that  proportion  is  increasing. 
Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that,  after  five  years  of  hard 
studying,  young  qualified  men  and  women  find  little  to 
attract  them  in  retail  pharmacy?  Of  course  we  may  not 
need  many  more  young  qualified,  should  Health  Service 
dispensaries  become  widespread. 

But  if  dispensing  is  not  to  be  our  mainstay,  what  about 
the  now  traditional  trade  in  toilet  and  photographic  goods, 
baby  foods,  sunglasses,  and  the  rest?  I  think  it  must  be 
accepted  that  we  cannot  build  on  a  basis  that  shows  phar- 
macy no  advantage  over  other  traders:  why,  otherwise, 
spend  five  years  in  studying?  It  seems  apparent,  then, 
that  as  rural  pharmacists  we  shall  be  forced  to  accept  a 
wider  basis  than  dispensinig.  Yet  it  must  be  confined  to 
work  for  which  our  training  has  more  or  less  fitted  us. 
And  it  is  similarly  clear  that  we  must  strive  to  partake 
n  all  activities  within  that  compass.  Is  there  any  un- 
mapped territory  that  we  can  claim  on  account  of  our 
qualification?  I  think  there  is. 

I  must  confess  (eccentric  though  the  confession  may  be 
in  a  prophet !)  that  I  am  not  able  accurately  to  fortell  the 
future.  But  it  is  usual,  in  making  the  attempt,  to  go  back 
nto  the  past,  leap  rapidly  into  the  present,  and  hope  that 
the  momentum  carries  one  forward  into  the  lap  of 
Posterity.  About  twenty  years  ago,  when  I  started  my 
apprenticeship,  one  of  the  senior  apprentices  caused  a 
furore  by  going  round  the  shelves  in  the  manufacturing 
aboratory  and  shaking  up  the  tinctures.  From  that  time 
3n,  all  apprentices  were  banned  from  the  gloomy  cellar 
ind  condemned  to  a  life  which  seemed  to  consist,  in  the 
Min,  of  making  pills  in  the  dispensary.  The  business  had 
been  a  pharmacy  for  over  a  hundred  years,  but  now  it  is 
racant— to  let.  It  was  not  a  typical  chemists'  shop,  but 
P  me  it  represents  pharmacy,  and  for  this  reason.  Before 
hy  time  the  apprentices  learned  how  to  prepare  galenicals 
-and  found,  on  qualifying,  that  they  could  buy  more 


cheaply  (and  better)  from  the  new  drug  houses.  The  next 
intake  prepared  to  exercise  their  pharmaceutical  skill  in 
making  cachets,  ointments,  suppositories,  pills  and  all 
manner  of  grotesque  infusions — only  to  find  that  they,  too, 
had  been  overtaken  by  the  manufacturing  firms,  as  the 
vegetable  drugs  and  simple  chemicals  were  displaced  by 
the  wonderful  and  mysterious  synthetic  organic  chemicals, 
and  the  even  more  wonderful  advertised  specialities. 

If  it  is  still  not  clear  why  today  a  qualified  chemist  stands 
eight  hours  a  day  behind  a  counter  selling  packets  of  tea 
— and  worse — I  will  try  to  put  it  another  way.  It's  because, 
when  he  was  a  lad,  he  spent  five  years  in  poverty  and  toil 
in  order  to  learn  a  profession,  and  eventually  he  got  a 
certificate  saying  he  knows  it  all.  He  didn't,  and  he 
doesn't!  He  knows  only  what  his  grandfather  would  have 
found  jolly  useful.  We  are  like  a  bunch  of  old  generals, 
forever  fighting  the  old  battles,  and  the  only  thing  we  can 
be  certain  of  is  this:  that  the  future  of  pharmacy  is  just 
what  we  are  not  training  our  recruits  for. 

Now  the  revolution  that  has  banished  the  beautiful 
silvered  pills,  the  elegant  mixtures  of  incompatibles,  the 
red  string,  and  all  the  rest  of  it,  has  affected  the  farmer 
just  as  much  as  it  has  ourselves.  Agriculture  is  now  rein- 
forced with  an  army  of  synthetic  chemicals  which  can  over- 
come almost  every  weed,  insect  and  bacterium.  The 
farmers'  standard  of  living  has  increased,  his  productivity 
has  increased,  and  the  amounts  he  can  afford  to  spend  on 
his  higher-priced  crops,  flocks  and  herds  have  also  in- 
creased. Only  the  amount  of  assistance  he  can  expect 
from  his  local  chemist  has  declined.  That  will  change. 
The  outlook  for  the  rural  chemist  in  the  agricultural  and 
veterinary  fields  is  hopeful,  and  as  proof  one  has  only  to 
look  at  the  absence  of  phytopharmacy  from  the  Society's 
curriculum.  It  may  be,  in  order  to  meet  competition,  that 
rural  pharmacy  will  have  to  adopt  some  sort  of  co-opera- 
tive scheme  whereby  a  group  of  chemists  employ  a  few 
travellers  to  call  on  the  farmers  and  deliver  the  goods. 
Or  it  may  be  that  they  will  have  to  form  a  trade  association 
to  promote  their  cause.  They  may  have  to  lose  a  fair  part 
of  the  business  before  they  are  convinced  that  there  is 
anything  there  at  all;  but  eventually,  because  there  is  a 
need  of  their  training  and  knowledge,  they  will  be  drawn 
in  to  the  vast  potential  market  which  agriculture  offers  to 
pharmacy. 

Missing  from  the  Syllabus 

What  else  is  missing  from  the  syllabus?  Well,  there  is  a 
swiftly  growing  branch  of  applied  science  which  is  going 
to  have  a  tremendous  impact  on  medicine  and  on  industry. 
It  is  closely  related  to  chemistry,  and  it  offers  considerable 
opportunities  for  those  who  are  willing  to  study  the  subject. 
So  far,  pharmacy  has  shown  no  interest  in  it,  and  the 
prospects  of  those  sufficiently  enterprising  to  tackle  it 
would  therefore  seem  to  be  considerable.  I  am  talking 
about  radioactive  isotopes.  I  admit  that  if  I  have  on  the 
shelves  iodum,  liq.  iodi  mit.,  liq.  iodi  fort.,  and  liq.  iodi 
aquos..  then  I  have  enough:  if  I  want  to  know  the  atomic 
weight  of  the  element  or  the  concentration  of  the  product, 
I  have  only  to  open  a  B.P. — an  old  one  will  do — and  there 
is  the  answer.    I  shudder  at  the  idea  of  having  the  same 
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again  with  I129  and  a  few  others.  But 
others  will  take  more  readily  to  it. 

Again,  we  are  getting  resigned  to  the 
idea  of  expiry  dates,  and  that  is  bad 
enough.  But  to  have  "  half-lives " 
measured  in  anything  from  seconds  to 
years  would  surely  daunt  even  the 
Birmingham  city  analyst.  However, 
the  writing  is  on  the  wall,  and  all  the 
committees  and  all  the  councils  won't 
rub  out  half  a  line  of  it. 

Well,  we  should  be  able  now  to  take 
our  glimpse  into  a  pharmacy  of  the 
future.  The  time  is  about  twenty  years 
hence,  and  behind  the  irridescent  show- 
case, piled  high  with  an  untidy  display 
of  scintillation  counters,  Geiger  coun- 
ters and  space  goggles,  is  an  elderly 
pharmacist.  He  is  speaking  sadly  to 
his  young  assistant,  "  About  forty  years 
ago,  when  I  started  my  apprenticeship, 
one  of  the  senior  apprentices  caused 
a  furore  by  going  round.  ..."  Ah, 
well,  we've  heard  all  that  before. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Turkish    Mercury    Exports.  —  Of 

Turkey's  estimated  output  of  8,000 
kilos  of  mercury  during  1955,  5,700 
kilos  was  exported  to  Great  Britain. 

U.S.  Tariff  Hearings. — Two  United 
States  tariff  bodies  have  opened  public 
hearings  in  Washington  on  a  supple- 
mentary list  of  import  items  on  which 
it  proposes  to  negotiate  tariff  cuts  in 
return  for  greater  freedom  for  United 
States  exports.  The  commodities  in- 
clude :  "  Glycerin,  barbituric  acid  and 
theophylline." 

Kenya's  Pyrethrum  Production. — 
Kenya's  pyrethrum  production  from 
the  crop  planted  between  April  and 
July  1955,  is  expected  to  extend  well 
into  1956  as  a  result  of  rain  in  mid- 
December.  Production  during  the  first 
three  weeks  of  December  1955 
amounted  to  297  tons,  compared  with 
255  tons  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1954,  bringing  the  total  for  1955, 
up  to  December  21,  to  3,222  tons,  com- 
pared with  2,465  tons  for  1954. 

Shipping  Freight  Rate  Increases.  — 
Representatives  of  nineteen  shipping 
lines  meeting  in  Bombay  on  January 
18,  endorsed  a  previous  decision  to 
raise  freight  rates  on  the  India-Pakistan- 
Britain-Continental  Europe  run  by  10 
per  cent,  with  effect  from  March  15 
for  freight  outward  from  the  United 
Kingdom  and  from  March  1  for  freight 
in  the  opposite  direction. — Atlantic 
shipping  freights  on  west-bound  car- 
goes are  also  being  raised  by  10  per 
cent,  from  April  1  to  the  United  States. 
The  new  rates  for  Canadian  traffic  will 
correspond  with  the  1956  opening  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  navigation. 

DDT  Factory  for  Brazil.— The  Ger- 
man and  American  groups  Farbwerke 
Hoechst,  A.G.,  and  W.  R.  Grace  & 
Co.  are  building  a  DDT  factory  in 
Sao  Paulo,  which  should  go  into  pro- 
duction this  year.  Initial  annual  pro- 
duction is  set  at  between  2,000  and 
3,000  tons,  which  represents  about  75 
per  cent,  of  current  Brazilian  consump- 
tion. The  plant  will  also  produce 
monochlorobenzene,  caustic  soda,  sol- 
vents and  detergents,  according  to  re- 
ports from  Sao  Paulo.  The  enterprise 
represents  a  capital  of  $6  millions  of 
which  $2  millions  will  be  spent  on 
Brazilian  products.
